EXECUTIVE  URGED  TO  GO  AHEAD 

A  RESOLUTION  calling  on  the  Executive  of  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  to  reverse  its  recently  announced  decision  and  go  ahead 
with  its  publicity  plans,  still  tying  the  scheme  to  compulsory  member- 
ship, was  unanimously  approved  at  Stratford,  London,  on  Novem- 
ber 9,  at  a  meeting  organised  jointly  by  the  West  Ham,  Uford,  Romford 
and  Enfield  Branches. 


The  motion  was  put  by  Mr.  K.  H. 
Rose,  Upminster,  who  thought  the  Ex- 
ecutive had  mishandled  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  scheme  to  members,  and 
that  the  55  per  cent,  of  members  giving 
favourable  replies  (80  per  cent,  of 
those  received)  was  warrant  enough  to 
proceed.  Mr.  E.  Evans,  Plaistow. 
declared  that  never  before  had  a  phar- 
maceutical organisation  had  such  a 
vote,  and  Mr.  R.  G.  Worby,  Walt  ham- 
stow,  thought  that  the  31  per  cent,  who 
ihad  not  replied  to  the  broadsheet 
questionnaire  would  fall  into  line. 

The  resolution  followed  an  address 
by  Mr.  A.  Aldington  (a  member  of 
Executive  and  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
ISociety's  Council)  outlining  theN.P.U. 
publicity  scheme  and  the  response  to 
it.  Mr.  Aldington  said  the  Execu- 
tive had  not  been  prepared  to  risk  a 
loss  of  members  by  withdrawals 
[prompted  by  disagreement  with  the 
[publicity  proposals.  Instead,  it  was 
considering  ways  of  promoting  local 
publicity  schemes  in  co-operation  with 
branches.  He  also  reviewed  the  scope 
and  intentions  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
[Society's  recently  established  Publicity 
Committee.

A  "Fine"  Reduced 

AN  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  STARTLED 

AT  a  meeting  in  Bradford  town  hall, 
on  November  4.  the  Bradford  Executive 
Council  was  informed  that  the  Minister 
of  Health  had  decided  that  a  pharmacist 
concerned  in  three  cases  of  wrong  dis- 
pensing should  have  only  63s.  of  his  re- 
muneration withheld  instead  of  the  £21 
recommended  bv  the  Executive  Council. 
It  was  stated  that  an  appeal  against  the 
Council's  decision  had  been  heard  in 
London,  and  the  Minister  had  directed 
that  the  amount  to  be  withheld  from  the 
pharmacist  should  be  only  63s.  The 
error  was  marginal,  and  the  variation 


was  only  two  drops  in  80  in  a  prescrip- 
tion that  had  to  be  applied  externally. 
The  Minister  had  taken  into  account 
that  the  pharmacist  had  been  involved 
in  three  cases.  Alderman  H.  R.  Walker 
(chairman  of  the  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice committee)  commented  that  his 
Committee  had  always  been  lenient,  but 
when  a  pharmacist  made  three  errors 
"  it  must  put  the  screw  on."  The  Minis- 
ter's decision  showed  that  he  accepted 
the  finding  of  the  committee,  which 
would  go  on  imposing  penalties  it 
thought  were  deserved.  He  added : 
"  We  cannot  be  soft  with  them."  He 
thought  the  Council  would  agree  that 
his  committee  had  been  lenient  in  re- 
commending that  only  £21  should  be 
withheld.  The  Minister's  decision  was 
described  by  Alderman  Mrs.  Kathleen 
Chambers  (chairman  of  the  Council)  as 
"  rather  startling,"  as  the  case  seemed 
a  bad  one.  The  clerk  pointed  out  that 
the  Minister's  decision  might  have  been 
affected  by  the  fact  that  the  pharma- 
cist had  dismissed  the  man  responsible 
for  the  first  two  errors.  It  had  been 
recommended  that  the  pharmacist 
should  be  retested.  and  arrangements 
had  been  made  for  that  to  be  done.

CONSOLIDATION  ORDER  ISSUED 

THE  Treasury  has  made  the  Import 
Duties  (Temporary  Exemptions)  (No.

port duty  chargeable  under  the  Import 
Duties  Act,  1958,  and  also  provides  for 
certain  additional  chemicals  including 
oxytocin  and  phthalic  anhydride,  to  be 
exempted  from  that  duty.  The  Order 
also  revokes  all  previous  Temporary 
Exemption  Orders.  The  current  tem- 
porary exemptions  for  chemicals  re- 
main unchanged.  The  Order  came  into 
operation  on  November  9,  and  has 
been  published  as  Statutory  Instru- 
ment, 1959,  No.  1842. 

Exports  to  Middle  East 

BOOKLET  TO  STIMULATE  TRADE 

A  BOOKLET  "Exporting  to  the 
Middle  East,"  produced  by  the  Advis- 
ory Council  on  Middle  East  Trade 
(ACMET),  points  out  that  exports  from 
twelve  principal  manufacturing  coun- 
tries to  the  Middle  East  rose  from  £81 
millions  in  1938  to  £825  millions  in 
1958.  Largely  responsible  for  that  in- 
crease was  the  rise  in  oil  revenues, 
now  approaching  £500  millions  a  year. 
Britain's  share  of  exports  in  the  past 
ten  years  had  fallen  from  404  per 
cent,  in  1948  to  24  per  cent,  in  1958. 
though  the  rate  of  decline  had  flattened 
out  in  the  past  few  years.  The  fall  was 
due  to  the  intense  activity  of  some  of 
Britain's  competitors,  especially  Ger- 
many and  Japan,  in  those  markets.  A 
further  threat  to  the  British  position 
was  the  sharp  increase  in  the  share  of 
the  trade  done  by  the  Soviet  bloc  in 
some  Middle  Eastern  countries,  financed 
by  credit  agreements.  Persia  was  cur- 
rently the  best  market  for  British 
goods,  but  the  prospects  for  an  in- 
crease in  trade  at  the  moment  were  pro- 
bably best  in  the  Persian  Gulf  terri- 
tories. Egypt  appeared  to  welcome  the 
resumption  of  trade  with  the  U.K.,  and 
commercial  visitors  were  given  a 
friendly  reception.  The  booklet,  ob- 
tainable from  the  Board  of  Trade,  is 
being  circulated  to  a  large  number  of 
British  companies  and  trade  associa- 
tions. It  contains  a  section  advising  ex- 
porters how  to  set  about  selling  in  the 
Middle  East  market.  Mr.  G.  C.  R.  Eley 
(chairman.  The  British  Drug  Houses, 
Ltd.)  is  a  member  of  the  Council. 

Cross  Infection 

DEFICIENCIES  IN  HOSPITALS 

STAPHYLOCOCCAL  enteritis  was  des- 
cribed, in  a  "  Commentary  on  the 
Problem  of  Cross  Infection "  by  Dr. 
F.  Avery  Jones  at  the  British  Medical 
Association's  meeting  in  Norwich  re- 
cently, as  "  one  of  the  most  dangerous 
conditions  that  could  arise  from  the 
cross  infection  of  patients  in  hospital." 
It  occurred  mainly  in  patients  who  had 
received  treatment  with  a  broad-spec- 
trum antibiotic.  In  hospitals  all  over 
the  world  the  phage  type  80  staphy- 
lococcus was  proving  an  appreciable 
menace.  During  the  nine  months  ended 
October  1 ,  250  cases  of  staphylococcal 
infection  were  reported  at  the  Central 
Middlesex  Hospital.  Many  were  trivial 
but  in  a  few  the  effects  were  disastrous. 
Dr.  Jones  stated  that  much  work 
had  been  done  on  the  problem, 
and  it  seemed  that  a  big  factor  was 
the  supremacy  of  the  staphylococcus 
over  modern  antibiotics  and  the  emer- 
gence of  many  virulent  organisms  of 


varying  resistance  to  them.  Much  was 
still  to  be  learnt  about  the  epidemiol- 
ogy of  staphylococcal  hospital  infec- 
tions. It  was  not  yet  known  which  of 
the  various  pathways  of  infection  was 
the  most  important,  and  more  must  be 
learnt  about  the  bacteriological  recog- 
nition of  virulent  organisms.  It  was 
important  to  restrict  the  use  of  anti- 
biotics to  patients  who  were  really  ill 
and  not  to  use  them  prophylactically. 
He  suggested  that  patients  on  erythro- 
mycin or  novobiocin  should  be  segre- 
gated prophylactically  in  case  they  pro- 
duced a  resistant  strain  in  staphylo- 
cocci. "  When  faced  with  the  problem 
of  infection  it  is  not  a  bad  thing  to  go 
back  to  first  principles  and  insist  on 
cleanliness."  Dirt  was  not  synonymous 
with  infection,  but  indicated  a  serious 
potential  danger  and  was  a  visible  in- 
dex of  the  lack  of  proper  appreciation 
of  the  importance  of  elementary  hy- 
giene. Many  city  hospitals  had  been 
allowed  to  become  far  less  clean  than 
was  safe  and  reasonable  for  patients. 
The  problem  was,  therefore,  much 
wider  than  just  keeping  the  hospital 
socially  clean.  One  person  should  have 
the  final  responsibility  for  measures  to 
reduce  cross  infection.  Dr.  Jones  con- 
sidered that  the  introduction  of  a  cen- 
tral sterile  supply  service  would  be  a 
valuable  contribution  to  the  situation, 
but  equally  important  was  the  long- 
term  planning  of  the  wards,  including 
proper  readjustment  of  bed  spacing, 
adequate  provision  of  baths,  showers, 
lavatories  and  wash  basins.  "  Some  of 
the  present  deficiencies  in  this  respect 
can   only   be  described  as  fantastic." 

New  Research  Index 

AMERICAN  MEDICAL  INNOVATION 

THE  American  Medical  Association 
and  the  National  Library  of  Medicine 
in  Washington  jointly  are  to  begin  in 
January  1960  to  institute  a  new  system 
of  indexing  medical  literature.  The 
new  system  will  speed  up  the  reference 
service.  The  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation is  discontinuing  publication  of 
the  Quarterly  Cumulative  Index  Medi- 
cus.  The  Current  List  of  Medical  Litera- 
ture, published  by  the  National  Library 
of  Medicine,  is  being  expanded  to  in- 
clude currently  published  medical  peri- 
odicals not  previously  covered  and  is 
being  renamed  Index  Medicus.  The  new 
Index  Medicus  is  being  published 
monthly  by  the  National  Library  of 
Medicine,  and  will  be  available  on  a 
subscription  basis.  The  American  Medi- 
cal Association  is  publishing  annual 
cumulative  volumes  of  the  new  index, 
which  becomes  known  as  the  Cumulated 
Index  Medicus,  beginning  with  the 
volume  for  the  calendar  year  1960. 

Freer  Import  Policy 

BUT  PHARMACEUTICALS  UNAFFECTED 

THE  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
(Mr.  Reginald  Maudling)  announced  on 
November  3  that  most  of  the  remaining 
controls  on  imports  from  the  dollar 
area.  Western  Europe  and  a  number  of 
other  countries  were  being  removed 
with  effect  from  November  9.  As  a 
result  all  the  items  formerly  imported 
from  North  America  under  the  token 
import  scheme  are  now  free  from  re- 


strictions with  three  exceptions,  ontl 
being  pharmaceuticals.  Details  of  thtl 
licensing  arrangements  for  those  catel 
gories  have  been  promised  shortly! 
There  will  be  no  change  in  the  existinJ 
licensing  arrangements  for  imports  frorcl 
Japan  and  the  countries  in  the  "  East! 
em  Area "  (the  U.S.S.R.  and  othej 
Soviet  Bloc  countries),  but  China  is  novi 
included  in  the  "  Eastern  Area "  foi 
import  licensing  purposes. 

A  42-hour  Week 

OFFER  TO  CHEMICAL  WORKERS 

IN  reply  to  a  claim  for  a  40-hour  work- 
ing week,  the  Association  of  Chemical 
and  Allied  Employers  has  offered  to 
reduce  the  working  week  from  forty- 
four  to  forty-two  hours  without  loss  of 
pay  to  about  70,000  manual  workers. 
The  workers  are  engaged  in  the  produc- 
tion of  plastics,  fertilisers  and  heavy 
chemicals.  Earlier.  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries,  Ltd..  announced  that  they 
had  reached  agreement  with  the  unions 
on  a  42-hour  week  for  about  60,000  of 
their  manual  workers.  As  with  the  I.C.I, 
agreement,  the  chemical  employers 
make  a  number  of  conditions  including 
a  request  that  the  unions  should  hold 
detailed  discussions  with  the  employers 
on  the  practical  applications  of  the  con- 
cession. The  three  unions  concerned  are 
to  meet  later  this  month  to  discuss  the 
offer.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS

Tradition  and  the  picturesque 

"  He  is  a  dull  dog  who  scorns  the  value  to  himself  and  others  of  tang- 
ible reminders  of  things  past."  That  statement,  made  in  the  course  of  a 
speech  by  Mr.  N.  Herdman  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Federation  of 
South-eastern  Pharmacists  (p.  407),  contains  a  useful  message  to  all  in  any 
walk  of  life.  There  are  many  in  pharmacy  who  venerate  tradition  and 
picturesqueness,  though  the  speaker's  massage  was  specially  directed  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  itself,  and  its  founders.  In  all  fairness,  the 
initial  struggle  of  the  founders  was  to  obtain  a  proper  recognition  of  a 
class  of  men  who  had  laboured  under  the  handicap  of  being  neither  apo- 
thecary nor  spicer  ;  neither  fish,  nor  flesh  nor  good  red  herring.  The  time 
was  ripe  for  the  birth  of  a  new  organisation,  and  our  founders  were  en- 
grossed with  the  present  and  the  future  in  their  formidable  task.  I  am  sure 
the  speaker  did  not  intend  to  create  the  impression  that  the  Society  is  not, 
even  today,  interested  in  the  value  of  tangible  reminders  of  things  past, 
for  the  fine  collection  of  drug  jars  and  mortars  at  Bloomsbury  Square  is 
evidence  of  a  regard  for  the  historical  and  the  picturesque.  If  that  were 
not  sufficient  evidence,  in  that  some  of  the  objects  mentioned  are  perhaps 
the  result  of  the  collector's  instincts,  rather  than  of  historical  research,  then 
the  columns  of  the  Annual  Special  Issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
bring  yearly  reminders  that  some  of  the  practical  men  and  women  in  phar- 
macy have  a  right  and  proper  regard  for  the  past.  If  the  remarks  of  Mr. 
Herdman  stimulate  more  pharmacists  to  interest  themselves  in  their  his- 
toric roots  and  their  origin,  he  will  have  accomplished  his  purpose.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  is  not  yet  old  enough  to  attract  the  notice  of  the 
antiquary,  but  the  art  of  pharmacy  itself  is  as  old  as  mankind. 

Pharmacy  is  fun 

Mr.  Herdman,  in  the  speech  referred  to  above,  said  also  that  he  hoped 
that  his  retail  brethren  would  not  wish  to  revert  to  life  at  the  dispensing 
bench  but  would  find  all  the  fun  in  the  world  in  being  an  up-to-date  mine 
of  information  for  medical  friends  on  every  aspect  of  every  drug  (and 
today  that  meant  proprietary  drugs)  available.  (The  speaker  had  been  care- 
ful to  explain  earlier  that  by  "  fun  "  he  meant  interesting  and  stimulating.) 
His  retail  brethren,  faced  with  yet  another  variety  of  the  same  chemical 
(having  already  five  in  stock)  raise  their  hands  above  their  heads  in  elation, 
stimulation  and  joy.  And  when,  ten  minutes  after  dispatching  a  special 
messenger  in  search  of  the  new  variety,  a  seventh  makes  its  appearance, 
they  are  transported  in  a  delirium  of  sheer  abandon  and  are  found  by  the 
returning  messenger  in  that  picturesque  state  known  as  "  beside  them- 
selves." They  have  even  been  known  to  long  for  "  tangible  reminders  of 
things  past."  What  a  pity  the  discussion  did  not  materialise! 

History  of  medicine  and  pharmacy 

The  announcement  on  p.  389  of  the  founding  of  a  faculty  of  the  His- 
tory of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Worshipful 
Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London,  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  all 
those  who  have  an  interest  in  the  origin  and  development  of  their  craft. 
The  recognition  of  the  close  ties  between  the  two  professions  augurs  well 
for  the  future,  and  I  note  that  the  work  is  to  be  co-ordinated  with  wider 
historical  studies.  The  study  of  medicine  and  pharmacy  is  inevitably  a 
part  of  the  history  of  social  welfare  and  conditions  through  the  centuries. 
The  meetings  are  to  be  held  in  the  ancient  hall — a  most  appropriate  set- 
ting. There,  in  the  presence  of  the  spirits  of  Thomas  Sydenham,  Tobias 
Smollett,  John  Hunter,  Keats  and  Humphry  Davy,  the  members  will  find 
an  atmosphere  and  a  tradition  that  will  stimulate  them  in  their  endeavours. 
The  Society,  one  of  the  Livery  Companies,  was  granted  its  charter  by 
James  I  in  1617,  but  the  original  hall  was  destroyed  in  the  Great  Fire  of 
1666.  Jts  successor  dates  from  1670.  Applications  are  invited  for  affiliation 
from  various  societies,  and  one  would  expect  that  such  affiliation  would  be 
appropriately  and  eagerly  sought  by,  and  granted  to,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.

Duty  on  Tablets 

TWO  MANUFACTURERS'  REACTIONS 

CONCERNED  about  the  position  aris- 
ing from  the  recent  imposition  of  duty 
by  the  Irish  Government  on  the  import 
of  certain  tablets.  British  drug  manu- 
facturers are  considering  the  possibility 
of  establishing  manufacturing  plants  in 
the  Republic.  It  is  generally  believed 
that  the  levies  will  lead  to  a  steep  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  drugs  in  Ireland, 
and  many  British  manufacturers  are 
not  happy  at  the  effects  such  increases 
are  likely  to  have  on  the  demand  for 
their  products  in  the  Republic.  A 
spokesman  for  The  British  Drug 
Houses,  Ltd..  has  said  that  the  question 
of  establishing  an  Irish  industry  would 
now  obviously  have  to  be  considered. 
The  primary  factor  was  whether  the 
demand  in  Ireland  would  warrant  such 
a  move.  He  pointed  out  that  when  a 
somewhat  similar  situation  occurred  in 
India,  factories  had  been  established 
there  by  outside  firms.  However,  it  was 
far  too  early  to  say  anything  definite 
on  the  subject.  A  director  of  Charles  H. 
Phillips  Chemical  Co..  Ltd.,  said  that 
his  company,  with  others,  was  taking 
a  serious  view  of  the  situation.  He 
thought  that  there  should  be  some  con- 
cession to  firms  which  exported  the  raw 
materials  for  tableting  and  packaging  in 
Ireland.  His  company  used  Irish  bottles. 
Irish  labels  and  Irish  labour.  If  the  dutv 
on  raw  materials  were  not  cancelled, 
obviously  there  would  be  an  increasing 
demand  for  their  tablets,  with  a  conse- 
quent detrimental  affect  not  only  on 
the  Irish  labour  employed  by  them,  but 
on  the  other  sectors  of  the  economy  in- 
volved— the  glass-bottle  industry  and 
others.  '*  It  would  be  stupid  of  the  Gov- 
ernment not  to  reconsider  the  matter," 
he  said.  The  spokesman  revealed  that, 
during  his  stay  in  Dublin,  he  had  spo- 
ken to  a  number  of  civil  servants,  but 
had  been  unable  to  get  any  clear  de- 
cision. Prices  would  go  up  even  if  local 
manufacturers  supplied  the  products,  be- 
cause they  would  be  unable  to  mass- 
produce  to  the  same  extent.  If  his 
company  decided  to  produce  in  Ireland, 
and  that  was  being  considered  among 
other  things,  he  still  thought  that  price 
increases  resulting  from  the  duty 
would  be  inevitable. 

Dispensing  Cards 

"  SYSTEM  IS  ABUSED  " 

A  STRONG  protest  against  the  way  the 
dispensary  card  system  was  being 
operated  under  the  Health  Act,  was 
voiced  at  the  autumn  meeting  of  the 
West  of  Ireland  Chemists'  Association 
held  at  Roscommon  on  October  25, 
Mr.  J.  P.  O'Donnell,  Mayo  (chairman), 
presiding.  Delegates  alleged  that  there 
were  far  too  many  people  getting  bene- 
fits under  the  system,  and  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land were  urged  to  take  immediate 
steps  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
authorities  to  the  many  abuses  of  the 
scheme.  Mr.  M.  C.  Lohan,  Galway. 
said  that  at  present  medicines  were  be- 
ing supplied  under  the  Act  to  people 
in  the  middle  income  group.  Appar-

ently  the  system  of  supplying  medicines 
on  specialists'  prescriptions  varied  in 
different  counties.  The  Society  was 
urged  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
ensure  that  a  standard  procedure  was 
adopted  for  the  country.

pain  accompanied  by  anxiety.  Veractil 
is  supplied  as  varnished  tablets  each 
containing  5  mgm.,  25  mgm.,  or  100 


mgm.  of  methotrimeprazine  acid 
maleate,  and  as  a  2-5  per  cent,  solu- 
tion of  methotrimeprazine  hydrochlor- 
ide in  1  c.c.  ampoules  each  containing 
25  mgm. 

"  Dosage-reminder  "  Cachets. — Fur- 
ther to  minimise  risks  that  tuberculous 
patients  may  forget  their  dosage 
schedule,  Smith  &  Nephew  Pharmaceu- 


ticals, Ltd.,  Welwyn  Garden  City, 
Herts,  have  introduced,  under  the  name 
oi  Pycamisan  B.D.,  cachets  each  con- 
taining 1-5  gm.  of  sodium  PAS  plus 
37-5  mgm.  of  isoniazid  presented  in  a 
polythene  tube  of  eight.  The  tube  con- 
tains one  day's  supply  divided  into 
two  parts,  one  marked  "  morning  "  and 
the  other  "  evening "  (the  mid-day 
dose  is  eliminated),  the  pack  providing 
a  full  daily  dose  of  12  gm.  of  PAS  and 
300-mgm.  of  isoniazid.  A  new  small- 
size  cachet  is  used  for  the  first  time, 
and  an  easier  method  of  taking  the 
cachets  (described  in  an  enclosure 
leaflet)  has  been  evolved.  The  cachets 
are  packed  in  containers  of  240  and 
480  (one  month's  and  two  months' 
supply  respectively). 

A  New  Broad-spectrum  Antibiotic. — 

Cyanamid  International  announce  the 
development  of  a  new  broad-spectrum 
antibiotic  claimed  significantly  more 
potent  than  tetracycline  and  active 
against  a  larger  number  of  bacterial 
strains.  The  new  drug,  Ledermycin  de- 
methyl-chlortetracycline  (DMCT),  was 
the  subject  of  reports  by  thirteen  medi- 
cal investigators  at  the  seventh  annual 
symposium  on  antibiotics  at  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  U.S.A.,  on  November  5. 
Ledermycin  is  described  as  a  naturally 
occurring  antibiotic  produced  by  an  off- 
spring of  the  organism  from  which 
aureomycin  was  isolated  in  1946.  It  is 
available  to  physicians  in  the  United 
States  (where  it  is  trade-marked  Declo- 
mycin)  and  is  to  become  available  to 
physicians  elsewhere  in  the  world  as 
quickly  as  possible.  At  present  DMCT 
is  being  produced  at  the  company's 
Lederle  laboratories  division  at  Pearl 
River,  New  York,  but  some  of  the 
overseas  manufacturing  plants  of  the 
company  are  expected  to  commence 
production  during  1960.  It  is  stated 
that  DMCT  was  found  twice  as  active 
as  tetracycline  against  six  of  a  group 
of  nine  species  of  disease-causing  bac- 
teria isolated  from  infected  patients. 
Garrod  and  Waterworth  (St.  Bartholo- 
mew's Hospital,  London)  in  a  study 
upon  275  strains  of  bacteria,  found 
that  in  no  case  was  the  new  drug  less 
active  than  tetracycline,  and  that  a 
DMCT  broth  was  more  effective  in  con- 
trolling in  vitro  growth  of  Staphylo- 
coccus aureus  than  the  same  concentra- 
tion of  chlortetracycline.  Mr.  O.  N. 
Williams  (managing  director  of  Cyana- 
mid of  Great  Britain,  Ltd.)  points  out 


that,  though  plans  for  manufacturing 
Ledermycin  in  Britain  should  result  in 
its  production  during  1960,  to  fore- 
cast a  release  date  would  be  prema- 
ture. 

Complexion  Milk  and  Invisible

Unlawful  Procuring 

James  Moir,  M.P.S.,  Rushgreen  Road, 
Romford,  Essex,  employed  at  the  High 
Street,  Stockton,  branch  of  Timothy 
Whites  &  Taylors,  Ltd.,  two  years  ago, 
was  fined  £15  at  Stockton  borough 
court  on  November  5  for  unlawfully 
procuring  Dangerous  Drugs.

Moir  said  he  took  linctus 
diamorphine  from  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  cabinet  on  two  occasions  when 
he  was  employed  as  a  pharmacist  in 
April  and  May  1957.  He  suffered  from 
a  chest  complaint  as  the  result  of  the 


1939-45  war,  and  a  prescription  from 
his  doctor  in  Scotland  had  not  arrived 
in  time. 

A  Fine  and  Restitution 

George  Beckett  Lodge,  a  dispenser 
until  recently  employed  by  Boots,  Ltd., 
Huddersfield,  pleaded  guilty  at  Hud- 
dersfield  magistrates'  court  recently  to 
stealing  £2  10s.,  the  property  of  the 
company.

Medicines  for  Private  Patients 

Captain  H.  B.  Kerby  asked  the 
Minister  of  Health  on  November  4  if 
he  would  introduce  legislation  so  as  to 
enable  private  patients  to  obtain  their 
drugs  and  appliances  on  the  same  terms 
as  National  Health  Service  patients. 
Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith  in  a  written 
reply  stated  "  The  Government  attach 
importance  to  the  preservation  of  priv- 
ate practice  and  the  right  of  patients 
to  resort  thereto,  and  would  certainly 
consider  making  drugs  available  to  pri- 
vate patients  on  National  Health  Ser- 
vice terms,  in  the  context  of  available 
resources  and  competing  claims,  if  it 
were  shown  that  the  present  position 
was  endangering  the  existence  of 
private  practice  or  preventing  any  sub- 
stantial number  of  people  from  avail- 
ing themselves  of  it,  who  would  other- 
wise wish  to  do  so.  But  they  have  no 
plans  for  legislation  on  this  subject.

Influenza  Vaccination 

Mr.  Wise  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  what  special  arrangements  he 
was  making  this  year  for  vaccination 
against  influenza.  Mr.  Derek  Walker- 
Smith,  in  a  written  reply  on  Novem- 
ber 6,  stated  he  did  not  think  that  any 
special  arrangements  were  necessary. 
The  decision  whether  or  not  vaccina- 
tion was  desirable  in  an  individual 
case  must  rest  with  the  medical  practi- 
tioner. There  was  at  present  no  evi- 
dence to  suggest  that  there  would  be  a 
major  epidemic  of  influenza  in  this 
country    during    the    coming  winter. 

Moreover,  it  is  not  possible  to  iden- 
tify in  advance  the  particular  strain  of 


influenza  virus  that  would  cause  an 
epidemic  if  one  should  occur.  Present 
circumstances  are  thus  quite  different 
from  what  they  were  in  the  autumn  of 
1957." 

Coinage 

Mr.  M.  Lipton  asked  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  on  November  10 
what  consideration  he  had  given  to  tak- 
ing farthings  out  of  circulation,  reduc- 
ing the  size  of  the  penny,  dispensing 
with  either  florins  or  half-crowns  and 
introducing  a  coin  of  higher  value  than 
the  half-crown.  In  reply,  Mr.  Heath- 
coat  Amory  stated  he  had  nothing  to 
add  at  the  present.  Mr.  Lipton  asked 
whether,  even  if  the  Chancellor  could 
not  carry  out  all  these  suggestions  at 
once,  he  would  at  least  decide  to  with- 
draw from  circulation  the  scores  of 
millions  of  farthings  which  were  lying 
about  and  were  quite  useless.  Mr. 
Amory  said  that  was  a  matter  on  which 
he  would  be  glad  of  the  widest  possible 
comment  before  he  finally  reached  a 
decision. 

Business  Expenses 

There  were  a  number  of  questions  on 
November  10  relating  to  expense  ac- 
count spending.  Mr.  Amory  in  his  re- 
plies indicated  that  he  was  considering 
whether  there  were  any  ways  in  which 
better  information  on  this  problem 
could  be  obtained  and  he  was  keeping 
the  general  question  of  the  treatment 
of  business  expenses  in  regard  to  taxa- 
tion under  review. 

N.H.S.  Superannuation  Scheme 

Replying  to  Mr.  A.  C.  N.  Hopkins 
on  November  9  Mr.  Derek  Walker- 
Smith  referred  to  the  Report  of  the 
Government  Actuary  on  the  National 
Health  Service  Superannuation  Scheme 
1948-1955.  The  Government  Actuary 
found  that  on  March  31,  1955,  there 
was  a  deficiency  in  the  scheme  of  £79'5 
millions.  Of  that,  £34  millions  was  an 
initial  deficiency  attributable  to  deci- 
sions at  the  inception  of  the  scheme  to 
give  recognition  to  the  existing  rights 
and  expectations  of  those  transferred 
to  the  National  Health  Service  when 
it  was  set  up,  and  to  the  entry  into  the 
scheme  at  that  time  of  persons  at  ages 
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above  the  normal  ages  of  entry  to  the 
Health  Service.  About  £40  millions  was 
attributable  to  rises  in  wages  and 
salaries  since  1948. 

It  was  proposed  that  the  deficiency 
should  be  dealt  with  as  follows.  The 
superannuation  account  was  to  be 
credited  with  £34  millions,  representing 
the  "  initial  deficiency."  An  accounting 
adjustment  would  be  made  retrospec- 
tively from  1948  in  order  to  meet  the 


whole  of  the  deficiency  of  £4-1  millions 
arising  from  payments  in  respect  of 
practitioners  who  maintained  individual 
policies.  Employees'  contributions 
were  not  being  increased,  but  in  future 
interest  was  not  being  paid  on  contribu- 
tions returned  to  employees  who 
voluntarily  left  the  Health  Service 
before  becoming  entitled  to  any  super- 
annuation benefit.  It  was  estimated 
that  that  would  produce  a  saving  of 


about  £0  9  million.  The  balance  of  the 
deficiency,  namely.  £40-5  millions, 
would  be  liquidated  over  a  period  of 
approximately  twenty  years  by  adding 
to  the  present  employers  contribution 
a  special  supplement  of  H  per  cent,  of 
salary.  The  staff  interests  concerned 
were  being  informed  and  their  obser- 
vations invited  prior  to  the  laying  of 
the  necessary  draft  Regulations  before 
Parliament. 


NEW  LOOK  FOR  A  LONDON  PHARMACY 

Modernisation  at  the  Palmers  Green  branch  of  A.  R.  Cross 


STANDING  on  an  imposing  corner 
site,  the  branch  pharmacy  of 
A.  R.  Cross,  at  346  Green  Lanes. 
London,  N.13,  was  recently  given  a 
completely  new  appearance  that  has 
had  the  effect  of  making  it  perhaps  the 
most  prominent  and  attractive  shop  in 
its  area.  Work  on  the  alterations  to  the 
premises  began  earlier  this  year  and 
took  some  months  to  complete; 
throughout  the  period,  however,  normal 
activities  in  the  pharmacy  were  main- 
tained. 

To  the  right,  on  entering  the  shop, 
are  a  series  of  wall  fittings  angled  so 
that  all  stock  displayed  is  immediately 
visible.  Facing  the  customer  at  the  end 
of  the  shop  are  the  dispensary  (behind 
a  glass  screen)  and  a  serving  counter. 
Counters  run  the  length  of  the  left  of 
the  shop,  and  behind  them  is  a  panel 
of  stock  units,  at  the  back  of  which  ' 
are  further  shelves  giving  considerable 
storage  space.  They  are  replenished  daily.  Access  is  gained 
from  either  end  of  the  units.  The  passageway  behind  the 
units  also  gives  easy  access  to  windows,  which  may  be 
display-dressed  out  of  the  vision  of  customers  in  the  shop, 
and  without  having  to  disturb  any  fixtures  or  display  stands 
in  the  customer  area.  All  counter  units  have  open  tops  for 
customer  self-selection  and  were  specially  designed.  They 
may  easily  be  moved  to  any  desired  position.  Ceilings  are 
covered  with  perforated  acoustic-type  panelling,  and  the 
new  lighting  system  comprises  suspended  grill-fronted 
fluorescent  tubes  amplified  by  individual  spot-lights.  The 
spot-lights  are  left  on  until  late  at  night  to  attract  the  in- 
terest of  passers-by.  In  addition  to  the  glass  door,  the  right- 
hand  display  window  has  no  back — affording  vision  into  the 
shop  also.  For  the  winter  months  an  infra-red  heater  has 
been  placed  above  the  "  open  vision "  entrance  to  throw 


down  a  blanket  of  heat.  Further  heating  is  provided  by 
another  infra-red  heater  in  the  dispensary,  and  by  fan 
heaters  at  both  ends  of  the  shop. 

The  dispensary,  in  the  reallocation  of  space,  was  almost 
halved,  but  intelligent  planning  of  fixtures,  shelves,  etc.,  has 
maintained  full  efficiency,  and  has  in  fact  made  easier  the 
task  of  running  the  dispensing  department.  A  large  glass 
partition  that  runs  for  nearly  the  whole  width  of  the  dis- 
pensary affords  a  complete  view  of  the  shop — a  factor  much 
appreciated  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Turner,  M.P.S.  (manager).  Both 
dispensary  and  shop  are  lino  tiled. 

The  facade  is  mainly  in  marble  mosaic  (grey,  white  and 
black)  with  some  terrazzo  work  and  black  tiling  below  the 
display  windows.  The  entrance  step  is  in  "  crazy  "  marbling. 

All  the  work  on  the  pharmacy  was  carried  out  by  Myers 
of  Old  Street.

Mr.  Turner  and  Dr.  Whittet)  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Western  Phar- 
macists' Association  and  the  West  Lon- 
don Branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  National  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Union.  There  followed  an  address 
from  Dr.  E.  W.  Tapley,  M.R.C.S., 
L.R.C.P.,  M.P.S.,  on  "  Corticotherapy."

Responsibilities,  Costs,  Publicity 

Nearly  150  guests  attended  the  annual 
dinner  and  dance  of  the  Oxfordshire 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  October  22.  Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield  (a 
member  of  the  Council)  was  the  prin- 
cipal guest,  and  he  replied  to  the  toast 
"  The  Pharmaceutical  Society "  pro- 
posed by  W.  Cameron  Price  (chair- 
man). In  proposing  the  toast  the 
Chairman  said  that  pharmaceutical 
skills  might  be  on  the  decline,  but  cer- 
tainly not  the  responsibilities,  because 
many  of  the  drugs  handled  were  be- 
coming increasingly  potent  and  inci- 
dentally increasingly  costly.  He  also 
emphasised  the  importance  of  local 
branch  activities  in  the  overall  delibera- 


tions of  the  Council.  Mr.  Bloomfield 
referred  to  the  setting  up  of  a  phar- 
maceutical publicity  committee  and 
said  that,  amongst  its  many  duties,  that 
of  "  selling  "  the  Council  to  the  mem- 
bers appeared  to  be  one  of  consider- 
able importance.  Mr.  Bloomfield  did 
say,  however,  that  each  individual  in 
his  own  pharmacy  could  sell  pharmacy 
better  than  anyone  else.  "  The  Guests  " 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  H.  A.  E.  Spalding 
and  responded  to  by  Mr.  D.  Noble, 
Cheltenham. 

FINCHLEY 

The  Obsessional  Parent 

An  address  by  Dr.  C.  G.  Newman  on 
"  Paediatrics  "  began  the  1959-60  win- 
ter session  of  the  Finchley  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  Octo- 
ber 12.  Dr.  Newman's  talk  concerned 
those  baby  diseases  that  cause  physical 
and  mental  deformities  through  faulty 
metabolism  of  essential  food  materials. 
He  warned  of  the  "  obsessional " 
parent,  who  took  advice  from  many 
sources  such  as  the  family  doctor,  the 
local  midwife,  the  health  visitor  and 
the  clinic  and  then  tried  to  put  it  all 
into  practice  at  once,  with  resulting 
overdosage  of  supplementary  foods. 
The  question  of  separating  foods  and 
drugs  arose,  and  the  speaker  showed 
how  many  foods  could  be  used  as 
drugs  and  vice  versa.  He  suggested 
that  the  titles  "  The  Mixture "  and 
"  The  Pills,"  etc.,  when  labelling  pre- 
scriptions were  now  out  of  date  and 
that  the  names  of  the  tablets,  etc., 
should  be  shown.  The  point  caused 
much  comment  at  question  time  from 
the  unconvinced  pharmacists,  though 
Mr.  J.  W.  Hadgraft,  F.P.S.,  did  sug- 
gest a  coding  system  to  prevent  wast- 
age of  unused  drugs  or  to  enable  a 
doctor  quickly  to  diagnose  poison 
cases.  Dr.  Newman  also  renewed  the 
plea  that  medicines  should  carry 
ample  cautionary  labels  and  should  be 
kept  right  out  of  reach  of  children. 


HARROW 

An  Unrepentant  Prescriber 

The  chairman  of  the  Harrow  division 
of  the  British  Medical  Association  (Dr. 
R.  Grenville-Mathers)  made  some 
pointed  remarks  on  November  4  about 
the  Minister  of  Health's  exhortations 
to  reduce  prescribing  costs.  He  was  pro- 
posing the  toast  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the 
Harrow  Branch.  He  said  he  was  "  unre- 
pentant about  his  prescribing  bill  "  be- 
cause treatment  with  the  preparations 
now  available  curtailed  the  patient's 
sickness  time  and  consequently  the  sick- 
ness benefits  that  had  to  be  paid.  In  a 
recent  series  of  tests  carried  on  through- 
out Britain  on  patients  suffering  from 
chronic  bronchitis  it  was  found  that  the 
average  amount  of  money  lost  in  earn- 
ings and  paid  out  in  sickness  benefits 
during  treatment  was  £138  when  treated 
with  antibiotics,  whereas  the  figure  for 
those  that  received  placebos  was  £216. 
The  speaker  emphasised  the  need  for 
branches  of  the  Society  as  well  as  of 
the  Medical  Association  to  back  up 
their  respective  professional  bodies; 
only  headquarters  could  make  any  im- 
pression on  the  Ministry  to  get  things 
changed  in  the  health  service.  The 
president  of  the  Society  (Mr.  G.  H. 
Hughes)  responded  to  the  toast.  In 
proposing  "  The  Guests "  Mr.  H. 
Treves  Brown  (chairman  of  the 
Branch)  made  a  plea  for  better  attend- 
ance of  members  at  the  branch  meet- 
ings. "  It  may  surprise  many  of  you  to 
know  that  we  do  hold  branch  meetings 
in  Harrow,  and  last  year  we  had  a  very 
successful  series."  Following  the  re- 
sponse, which  was  given  by  Mrs.  J. 
Wright,  the  social  secretary  (Mr.  G.  W. 
Horsley)  surprised  Mr.  Treves  Brown 
by  presenting  to  him  an  automatic 
toaster  and  a  table-lighter  given  by 
branch  members  to  commemorate  his 
concurrent  chairmanships  of  the  branch 
and  of  the  1959  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference.  Two  mounted  photographs 
taken  at  the  Conference  were  also 
handed  over.

not  go  far  enough  when  commenting 
on  hospital  pharmacists'  salaries.  The 
Senior  Pharmacists  who  are  to  receive 
this  shabby  treatment  are  generally 
responsible  for  the  day-to-day  smooth 
running  of  the  pharmacy  department, 
together  with  stock-keeping,  group 
issues,  manufacturing  and  sterilising. 
Chief  Pharmacists,  with  their  consider- 
able burden  of  administrative  work, 
are  grateful  when  they  have  senior 
staff  on  whom  they  can  rely  implicitly. 
It  seems  strange  that  a  scheme  designed 
to  remove  the  incentive  for  such 
Seniors  to  continue  should  have  re- 
ceived any  support.  One  wonders 
whether  it  is  the  final  intention  to  have 
a  salary  structure  in  which  everyone 
is  either  a  field  marshal  or  a  private. 
Perhaps  the  management  side  of  the 
Whitley  Council  may  have  had  that  in 
mind  when  they  rejected  the  principles 
involved  in  the  new  salary  claim. 
Your  Hospital  Forum  writer  seems  to 
have  got  the  wrong  impression  of  the 
objections  to  the  basic  grade  proposal. 
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In  no  soundly  run  department  does  one 
pharmacist  supervise  the  individual 
operations  of  another  any  more  than 
a  chief  supervises  individually  his 
senior  staff.  What  they  do  do  is  to  give 
advice  and  support,  when  asked,  to  the 
fledglings  of  the  profession.  One 
would  imagine  that  any  reasonable 
salary  structure  would  take  such  ex- 
perienced guidance  into  account.  Peter 
Cooper  makes  a  good  point  with  re- 
gard to  assistants-in-dispensing:  few 
chief  pharmacists  have  the  time  to  be 
directly  responsible  for  their  practical 
training.  No  doubt  it  will  be  the  ex- 
perienced senior  pharmacist  who  will 
be  expected  to  undertake  that  task, 
without  any  recognition  by  way  of 
remuneration.  Could  it  be  that  the 
Minister  is  not  alone  in  suffering 
from  schizophrenia  ?

my  personal  feelings  to  enter  into  the 
transaction — I  just  ring  up  the  cash. 
Talking  of  ethics,  the  other  day  a  local 
doctor  prescribed,  for  a  child  of  six 
with  a  slight  cough,  a  linctus  each  tea- 
spoonful  of  which  contains  5-4  mgm.

ate  in  a  pleasantly  flavoured  base.  I 
unfortunately  left  that  title  visible  on 
the  label  and  a  short  time  later  the

Drugs  that  Affect  the  Central 
Nervous  System 

Sir, — How  long  have  pharmacists 
cried  "  Pharmacy  for  the  pharmacist," 
and  "  Drugs  and  medicines  should  be 
sold  by  pharmacists  "  ?  Our  qualifica- 
tion confers  upon  us  certain  privileges, 
and  the  law  allows  us  to  sell  Scheduled 
poisons.  Those  in  Schedule  I  are 
potent  substances.  Nevertheless,  hav- 
ing ascertained  from  a  known  person 
that  the  purpose  for  which  they  are 
required  and,  as  far  as  can  be  reason- 
ably forseen,  their  use  will  not  be 
abused,  a  pharmacist  may,  quite 
legally,  make  a  sale.  The  substances 
in  the  list  of  drugs  that  affect  the  cen- 
tral nervous  system  have,  it  is  under- 
stood, been  considered  by  the  Poisons 
Board,  and  that  body  has  not  seen  the 
necessity  to  impose  any  statutory  con- 
trol on  their  sale.     Few  pharmacists 


would  deny  the  desirability  of  some 
form  of  control  on  those  substances, 
which  can  lead  to  abuse;  but  most 
would  question  the  method  which  has 
been  adopted  by  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  takes 
away  from  pharmacists  their  profes- 
sional responsibility  whilst  leaving  the 
drug-store  proprietor,  the  departmental 
store  and  even  the  grocer  free  to  make 
sales  without  let  or  hindrance.  Had  a 
positive  approach  been  made  to  the 
question  instead  of  the  "  Thou  shalt 
not "  attitude,  and  had  the  responsi- 
bility for  making  a  sale  been  placed 
squarely  where  it  belongs,  upon  the 
shoulders  of  the  pharmacist  after 
taking  similar  precautions  to  those  re- 
quired in  selling  Schedule  1  poisons 
(with,  if  felt  necessary,  a  record  of  the 
sale  in  the  prescription  book  in  place 
of  the  poisons  register)  it  would  have 
been  felt  that  we  were  being  encour- 
aged to  accept  our  responsibilities  and 
not  being  deprived  of  them.  Had  such 
recommendations  been  made,  few 
would  have  had  any  sympathy  for  any 
who  found  themselves  in  trouble  for 
continuing  a  "  free-for-all "  sales 
policy  and  it  would  not  be  difficult 
for  the  inspectors  to  check  on  that 
aspect.  Let  it  be  made  clear  to  our 
elected  members  of  Council  that  we, 
as  pharmacists,  are  prepared  to  accept 
additional  professional  responsibilities 
but  that  we  will  not  tolerate  having 
those  responsibilities  taken  away 
from  us  by  our  own  Society,  which  ex- 
ists for  our  protection  and  not  our 
destruction.

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A  Corporate  Society 

Decisions  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
continue  to  bewilder  its  members  and  regrettably  show 
the  apparent  schism  between  rulers  and  ruled.  Unfor- 
tunately the  same  phenomenon  is  also  evident  as  be- 
tween headquarters  in  London  and  the  Scottish  Depart- 
ment of  the  Society  in  Edinburgh.  In  a  democratic 
institution  conflict  and  partisan  outlooks  might  be  indi- 
cative of  a  thriving  organisation,  but  in  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  much  of  the  conflict  is  the  result  of  a 
lack  of  liaison  between  the  Council  and  its  members. 

For  those  not  au  fait  with  the  detailed  structure  of 
the  Society  we  may  give  a  reminder  that  the  Scottish 
Department  is  an  integral  part  of  the  Society  and  that 
its  Executive  acts  "  under  the  authority  of  the  Council." 

The  functions  of  the  Department  include  the  man- 
agement of  the  Society's  house  in  Edinburgh;  the 
provision  of  facilities  for  the  conduct  of  examinations 
by  the  board  of  examiners  for  Scotland  and  for  the 
conduct  of  other  examinations  by  the  Society  in  Scot- 
land ;  the  nomination  of  persons  for  appointment  as 
examiners ;  the  arrangement  of  meetings  in  Scotland 
for  the  advancement  of  the  objects  of  the  Society ; 
local  branch  organisation  .  .  .  ;  and  the  making  of 
recommendations  to  the  Council  upon  any  matters 
affecting  the  Society  and  its  members. 

Thus  the  Scottish  Department  is  more  than  a  mere 
Branch  committee.  It  would  therefore  be  reasonable  to 
expect  that  the  Council  in  its  deliberations  would  en- 
sure that  it  was  au  fait  with  the  attitude  of  the  Execu- 
tive of  the  Scottish  Department  before  making  any 
major  decision  or  changing  a  previous  policy. 

We  are  not  suggesting  that  the  recommendations  of 
the  Executive  of  the  Scottish  Department  are  always  to 
be  adopted  by  the  Council.  Their  opinion,  however, 
should  be  sought  before  major  decisions  are  taken. 

There  is  always  a  possibility  that  Scotland  can  pro- 
vide some  additional  useful  comment,  for  no  Council 
can  claim  a  prerogative  of  wisdom.  Furthermore  the 
Council  would  surely  be  more  certain  that  its  decisions 
were  acceptable  to  its  membership  (and  therefore  more 
likely  to  be  acted  upon)  if  it  knew  the  Department 
over  the  Border  echoed  its  decisions  and  actions. 

A  recent  meeting  of  the  Scottish  Department  was 
attended  by  the  president  of  the  Society  and  in  his  pres- 
ence and  with,  no  doubt,  his  and  other  Council  mem- 
bers' contributions  to  the  discussion,  the  Executive  un- 
animously approved  a  resolution  (C.  &  D.,  November 
7,  p.  395)  "  that  the  Executive  of  the  Scottish  Depart- 
ment considers  that  the  continuance  of  post-graduate 


diplomas  is  essential,  and  deplores  the  decision  to  dis- 
continue the  Diploma  in  Biochemical  Analysis." 

The  Council  is  now  to  ask  the  Scottish  Department 
to  elaborate  its  views  on  the  matter  (see  p.  432). 

The  Council's  educational  policy  has  given  rise  to 
much  apprehension  in  the  minds  of  many  members  of 
the  Society,  and  the  apparent  inability  of  the  Council 
even  to  ask  the  Scottish  Executive  for  its  views  before 
deciding  to  discontinue  the  D.B.A.  once  more  savours 
of  government  for,  but  not  by,  the  members. 

Unusual  Treatment  for  Drug  Imports 

A  most  surprising  omission  from  the  wide  range  of 
goods  that  may  now  be  imported  from  the  dollar  area 
without  resort  to  licence  is  that  of  pharmaceuticals  (see 
p.  416).  As  it  became  obvious  that  the  reasons  for  trade 
discrimination  between  dollar  and  sterling  areas  no 
longer  obtained,  it  was  generally  expected  that  further 
liberalisation  must  soon  take  place,  and  that  pharma- 
ceuticals would  be  freed  along  with  any  other  items. 

In  1957  the  imports  of  drugs  and  medicinal  pre- 
parations from  the  United  States  cost  £1-6  millions; 
in  1956,  £1-2  millions;  in  1955,  £1-4  millions  and  in 
1954,  £4-6  millions.  Between  1954  and  1955  manufac- 
turing operations  on  the  new  antibiotics  had  clearly  got 
under  way.  Those  figures,  of  course,  include  all  phar- 
maceuticals, not  solely  the  restricted  lines  (namely  sul- 
phonamides,  vitamins,  hormones,  bulk  and  packed 
insulin,  antibiotics,  antisera  and  vaccines,  prepared 
medicines  and  surgical  dressings).  In  relation  to  the 
annual  turnover  of  British  manufacturers,  which  in 
1957  was  around  £150  millions,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
American  competition  did  not,  with  the  quota  system  in 
force,  present  any  serious  threat  to  the  domestic  indus- 
try. What  then,  is  the  explanation  for  keeping  on  con- 
trols? On  the  morning  prior  to  the  announcement,  a 
Daily  Mail  correspondent,  commenting  on  what  he 
thought  would  take  place,  wrote: 

"  So  British  housewives  can  now  expect  to  be  pressed 
to  buy  a  wide  range  of  American  women's  clothes  and 
accessories;  dried  and  canned  fruits;  and  pharmaceuticals 
[our  italics],  including  new  and  expensive  drugs.  Doctors 
will  be  able  to  prescribe  these  drugs  on  the  National 
Health  Service  and  the  expense  will  be  borne  mainly 
by  the  taxpayer." 

We  think  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  explanation 
of  the  Board's  decision  may  be  found  in  that  last  sen- 
tence, and  that  the  Minister  of  Health  (who  is  con- 
stantly questioned  in  Parliament  about  the  cost  of 
drugs,  especially  those  of  American  origin),  thought 
that  the  arrival  of  more  imports  would  add  to  the  cost 
of  the  National  Health  Service.  Details  of  the  new 
quotas  are  promised  shortly.  Some  idea  of  the  Govern- 
ment's future  plans  for  the  remaining  restricted  imports 
may  then  be  gathered  from  the  way  in  which  the  quotas 
come  to  be  increased  (if  indeed  any  change  takes  place) 
from  the  present  quota  of  under  £200,000  a  year. 

Dyes,  dyestuffs  and  intermediates  continue  to  be  re- 
stricted. Why  that  section  of  the  chemical  industry 
should  continue  to  require  the  protective  cloak  of 
quotas,  not  alone  from  United  States  but  from  all  over 
the  world,  plus  the  highest  of  tariff  rates,  is  not  easily 
understood. 

One  notable  change  should  be  seen  in  the  photo- 
graphic department,  where  cameras  retailing  at  over 
£7  10s.  will  become  more  freely  available  from  Western 
Germany  and  the  United  States  (though  not  from  Japan). 
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AN  UNSCRIPTED  COMMENTARY  ON  THE 
SPECIAL  PROBLEMS  OF  THE  PHARMACIST 
IN  RETAIL  PRACTICE

CALL  it  advertising  or  publicity  or  refer  to  it  simply  as 
any  device  for  obtaining  public  favour  or  notoriety, 
and  you  are  talking  of  a  most  topical  and  controver- 
sial subject  in  pharmacy. 

The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  in  June  conducted  a 
referendum  to  secure  the  opinion  of  its  members  on  national 
publicity  proposals.  In  August,  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  appointed  a  Publicity  Committee  "  to  ad- 
vise upon  the  methods  which  should  be  used  (a)  to  bring 
to  the  notice  of  the  public  the  role  of  pharmacy,  its  educa- 
tional and  professional  standards,  its  organisation,  its  scien- 
tific achievements  and  its  contribution  generally  to  the 
public  welfare;  (b)  to  improve  mutual  communication  and 
understanding  between  the  Society  and  its  members."  In 
September,  those  and  other  facets  of  the  matter  cropped  up 
throughout  the  professional  sessions  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference.  October  brought  the  news  that  the 
N.P.U.  Executive  Committee  had  decided  not  at  this  stage 
to  proceed  further  with  its  proposals.  Also  in  October  the 
Council  circulated  a  "  communication  "  including  a  memor- 
andum on  the  advertising  of  dispensing  services  which 
states :  "  moreover  it  is  the  Council's  policy  to  encourage 
in  every  way  the  further  development  of  the  professional 
conscience  in  this  matter." 

All  those  events  and  considerations  give  significance  to 
the  publication  in  the  Daily  Telegraph  of  October  28  of  a 
half-page  advertisement  by  the  National  Coal  Board  which 
featured  "  Boots,  the  chemists "  and  "  Coal."  Here  is  an 
interesting  co-operation  between  a  nationalised  industry  and 
a  private  enterprise,  presumably  to  the  advantage  of  each, 
that  must  have  been  noticed  by  many  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  With  its  limited  resources,  how  wise 
of  the  N.P.U.  not  to  embark  in  an  advertising  race  with 
such  giants,  which  could  only  have  resulted  in  our  being 
outstripped  and  perhaps  blunted,  too,  in  our  professional 
consciences. 

The  more  I  examine  the  problem  the  more  I  am  con- 
vinced that  the  only  way  we  can  '  sell  to  the  public  "  the 
principles  our  Society  is  founded  upon  is  through  the  activity 
of  the  new  Publicity  Committee  of  the  Council. 

I  have  mentioned  above  that  the  Committee  is  to  advise 
upon  the  methods  which  should  be  used  for  purpose  (a) 
of  explaining  pharmacy  to  the  public,  and  purpose  (b)  of 
explaining  the  Society  to  the  members.  It  will  be  for  the 
Council  and  the  members  to  be  quick  to  act  upon  the  advice 
given.  There  is  need  for  urgent  action  on  purpose  (a).  Let 
us  look,  for  example,  at  a  "  guide  "  produced  at  Lewes  by 
East  Sussex  Education  Committee  for  distribution  to  school 
leavers.  In  it  they  are  advised  to  "  keep  it  for  reference.  .  .  ." 
On  the  last  page  nearly  fifty  occupations  available  locally 
are  classified  under  about  ten  headings,  including  building, 
catering,  land  work,  the  professions,  shop  work.  The  last 
category  mentioned  is  "other  work."  I  quote  it:  "Cinema 
operating,  librarianship,  hairdressing,  laundry  work,  mother's 
help,  pharmacy,  Post  Office,  printing,  saw-milling,  tailoring, 
telephonist,  railway  service,  cork  and  wood  products,  spec- 
tacle frame  and  lens  making,  wholesale  distribution."  County 
Hall,  Lewes,  is  less  than  ten  miles  from  Brighton's  School  of 
Pharmacy.  • 

Do  other  counties  see  us  as  does  East  Sussex?  Such  a 
state  of  affairs  is  a  challenge  to  the  Publicity  Committee 
and  to  all  of  us.  No  doubt  it  will  be  energetically  taken  up. 


The  proper  education  of  school  leavers  would  seem  to  make 
a  good  starting  point  for  educating  the  whole  public  (pur- 
pose (a)).  The  Committee  might  make  an  early  start  upon 
purpose  (b)  by  advising  the  Council  to  give  much  more 
explanatory  introduction  to  its  memoranda  issued  to  mem- 
bers. I  have  noticed  that  opposition  to  the  now  famous 
"  drugs  acting  on  the  central  nervous  system  "  statement 
is  generally  based  on  insufficient  knowledge  of  the  Council's 
motives.  When  members  are  asked  to  make  a  sacrifice,  how- 
ever small,  suddenly  and  out  of  the  blue,  then  the  Council 
should  fall  over  backwards  to  take  members  into  its  confi- 
dence. Confidence  between  the  Council  and  the  membership 
does  not  exist  at  present  to  the  extent  that  is  needed.  Much 
fuller  reporting  of  the  Council  meetings  and  Committee 
reports  is  possible.  It  would  greatly  strengthen  the  Society 
in  this  respect.  In  the  matter  of  "  C.N.S.  Drugs  "  a  note- 
worthy event  is  that  one  of  the  more  popular  carbromal 
proprietaries  is  being  withdrawn  by  the  manufacturers  from 
drug  stores.  That  must  be  regarded  by  all  of  us  as  a  step  for- 
ward. More  must  follow. 

Nowadays  it  is  commonplace  for  pharmacists  to  com- 
plain bitterly  about  extra  work  caused  to  them  by  doctors 
who  write  incomplete,  inaccurate  or  otherwise  undispensable 
or  incomprehensible  prescriptions.  We  can  bring  little  pres- 
sure to  bear  on  our  medical  friends  to  treat  us  better.  On  the 
other  hand  we  hear  all  too  little  outcry  against  the  many 
mistakes  that  are  made  by  manufacturers  in  their  deliveries 
against  our  orders.  Those  mistakes,  if  not  detected  and 
corrected,  can  cost  much  money.  In  any  case  they  cost  valu- 
able time  and  postage  or  phone  charges,  not  to  mention 
blood  pressure.  In  my  experience  those  errors  are  made 
just  as  often  by  old-established  firms  of  repute,  who  would 
not  be  expected  to  make  them,  as  by  others.  For  examples, 
the  following  experiences  all  happened  to  me  within  a 
short  period :  A  carton  of  a  well-known  tonic  syrup  arrived 
with  others  but  did  not  contain  a  bottle;  a  beautifully 
packed  and  sealed  perfume  casket  contained  a  bottle  not 
securely  capped  and  therefore  empty;  goods  were  omitted 
from  a  delivery;  wrong  sizes  were  sent;  goods  were  dupli- 
cated; wrong  goods  were  sent  after  a  special  urgent  tele- 
phoned order;  a  bottle  of  tablets  for  dispensing  bore  two 
contradictory  labels,  one  on  the  front  and  the  other  on  the 
back;  breakages  in  transit  were  caused  by  bad  packing.  No 
pharmacist  would  countenance  that  sort  of  sloppy  work  in 
his  own  dispensary.  Why  should  we  wear  it  from  suppliers? 
Let  me  say  here  that  I  do  not  complain  about  wholesalers, 
who  do  their  very  difficult  job  with.  I  think,  remarkable 
accuracy.  It  seems  to  me  that  manufacturers  need  to  apply 
more  expert  supervision  to  their  dispatch  departments  and 
not  cut  costs  at  the  expense  of  our  time  and  our  worry.

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QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS 

The  story  of  the  C.  &  D.  Information  Department 


THE  C.  &  D.  Information  Dept.  is  as  old  as  the  paper 
itself.  In  the  first  issue  a  question  on  how  to  breed 
leeches  was  one  of  the  initial  requests  for  "technical" 
information.  A  Mr.  Charles  Gason,  129  High  Street,  Guild- 
ford, Surrey,  replied  in  the  next  issue  (C.  &  D.,  November 
15,  1859,  p.  43),  his  claims  to  be  regarded  as  an  authority 
on  the  breeding  of  leeches  being  supported  by  a  copy  of 
the  W est  Surrey  Times,  which  he  forwarded  to  the  C.  &  D. 
office. 

From  that  time  the  department  grew  apace.  Today  the 
average  weekly  intake  of  inquiries  by  telephone  and  letter, 
and  from  retailers,  wholesalers,  manufacturers,  hospitals, 
exporters,  importers  and  advertising  agents,  is  around  250. 
They  reflect  the  world-wide  circulation  of  the  C.  &  D.,  for 
they  come  not  only  from  readers  in  all  parts  of  the  British 
Isles  but  from  such  places  as  distant  as  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  Thailand,  India,  Japan,  Pakistan,  Nyasaland, 
Ceylon,  Nigeria,  Iran,  British  Guiana,  etc.,  in  addition  to 
the  European  countries.  The  service  is  intended  for  sub- 
scribers but  inquiries  are  received  also  from  persons  who 
have  come  by  our  name  and  address  but  appear  to  have 
no  knowledge  that  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  is  a  weekly 
trade  newspaper.  The  following  is  typical:  — 

"  I  am  with  much  to  inform  you  this  letter  please.  Sir,  I 

apologise  you  to  send  me  on  of  your  price  catelogue  because 

I  want  more  articles  from  your  store." 

Letters  of  that  type  receive  a  courteous  but  no  doubt 
disillusioning  reply. 

The  present  method  of  recording  information  was  estab- 
lished in  1906,  when  a  postcard  5  x  3  in.  (the  size  of 
record  card  still  used)  was  sent  out  with  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Diary  1907,  inviting  subscribers  who  had  a  spe- 
ciality with  a  reputation  outside  the  immediate  locality  to 
communicate  details  of  the  product  to  the  Editor.  The  re- 
verse of  the  card  was  set  out  to  show  the  name  of  the 
article  or  preparation,  the  name  and  address  of  the  maker, 
and,  if  desired,  prices.  The  cards  were  filed  and  still  occa- 
sionally provide  answers  to  inquiries  regarding  manufac- 
turers or  former  manufacturers  of  products. 

Throughout  the  years  since  1906  information  relating  to 
products  has  been  systematically  recorded  and  filed.  The 
recording  of  a  product  does  not  entail  merely  the  making 
of  a  reference  card  naming  the  product  and  showing  the 
manufacturer.  The  fullest  details  available  are  included  on 
the  record  cards,  down  to  the  "  approved  "  and  chemical 
names  if  known.  Cross-reference  cards  are  also  made,  and 
reference  to  proprietary  names  is  thus  readily  made  if  an 
inquiry  gives  only  the  "  approved  "  or  chemical  name  of 
the  product. 

Keeping  the  Records 

The  records  provide  a  wealth  of  valuable  information 
which  obviously,  if  destroyed,  would  be  impossible  to  re- 
place. That  possibility  became  acute  in  1939,  with  war  im- 
minent, and  as  a  safeguard  against  destruction  of  the  files 
two  sets  of  microfilms  of  the  cards  (at  that  time  numbering 
about  80,000)  were  made.  One  set  was  kept  in  London  and 
the  other  sent  to  Bath,  where  the  C.  &  D.  was  printed 
throughout  the  1939-45  war.  As  it  turned  out  no  disaster 
befell  the  original  cards,  and  it  was  one  of  the  film  sets 
(at  Bath)  that  was  destroyed.  New  products  coming  on  to 
the  market  in  increasing  numbers  make  for  the  rapid 
expansion  of  the  index,  and  at  the  present  time  it  com- 
prises approximately  125,000  cards.  The  small  staff  of  the 
department  has  at  its  disposal  the  knowledge  and  experi- 
ence of  other  members  of  the  editorial  and  publishing 
staffs  of  the  paper,  and  outside  authorities  are  also  fully 
used,  enabling  widely  varying  inquiries  to  be  answered. 

Prompt   replies   are   sometimes    prevented   by  illegibly 


written  inquiries,  a  problem  that  has  evidently  existed  from 
the  early  days  of  the  paper,  as  can  be  seen  from  a  note 
under  "Queries"  in  the  issue  of  July  14,  1860:  "  H. 
Highway's  enquiry  is  so  illegibly  written  that  we  are  unable 
to  decipher  it."  % 

The  variety  of  inquiries  received  is  extreme.  Many  years 
ago  the  department  was  asked  for  an  after-dinner  toast 
to  chemists.  The  reply,  published  in  the  C.  &  D.,  March  3, 
1917,  p.  52,  throws  a  sidelight  on  the  style  of  oratory 
popular  at  that  period  : — • 

"  May  his  occupation  never  become  a  drug  in  the  market 
so  long  as  he  sticks  (like  his  own  plasters)  to  business.  May 
he  never  be  bruised  in  the  mortar  of  adversity  by  the  pestle 
of  misfortune.  May  his  rise  in  his  profession  be  as  accurately 
marked  as  his  graduated  measure.  May  his  success  never  be 
alloyed  by  a  mixture  of  ill-luck  or  a  tincture  of  regret.  May 
his  counter  prove  the  crucible  whereby  he  transmutes  human 
ailments  into  precious  metal  and  precipitates  the  golden 
deposit  into  his  own  pocket.  May  his  career  be  as  unsullied 
as  distilled  water  and  as  smooth  and  pleasant  as  pure 
Narbonne  honey.  May  he  never  be  called  upon  to  swallow 
the  bitter  pill  of  disappointment  or  be  incensed  in  the  bitter 
spirit  of  enmity.  Should  fickle  Fortune  ever  refuse  him  her 
smile,  may  he  find  an  antidote  in  the  soothing  opiate  of 
woman's  love;  be  strengthened  by  the  tonic  of  experience  and 
purified  by  the  sudorofic  of  patience." 

Another  reply,  at  an  earlier  date,  related  to  an  anti- 
midge  preparation  and  read  "  We  do  not  know  what  the 
Esquimaux  use  to  keep  off  mosquitoes,  but  from  your 
description  we  should  be  inclined  to  recommend  a  softened 
form  of  ung.  picis,  B.P." 

All  Manner  of  Queries 

It  is  the  pride  of  the  department  to  try  and  answer  all 
inquiries,  even  though  many  may  have  no  bearing  on  the 
profession.  They  may  ask  how  to  deal  with  an  incom- 
patibility, whether  a  bug  (specimen  supplied)  can  be  identi- 
fied, whether  a  plant  (again  with  sample)  has  any  medicinal 
uses,  what  is  known  of  somebody's  alleged  cure  for  cancer, 
how  to  stop  swedes  from  rotting  in  the  ground,  why 
sheep  will  not  thrive  on  a  particular  pasture,  what  bottle 
closure  is  inert  to  a  specified  liquid  mixture,  where  to  get 
a  machine  for  crimping  tubes,  whether  filling  by  weight  or 
by  measure  is  best  for  a  particular  product,  how  many 
tubes  of  tooth-paste  were  sold  in  Timbuctoo  last  year  (an 
example  of  the  kind  of  inquiry  we  cannot  answer),  what 
are  the  prospects  of  a  scheme  for  enabling  chemists  to 
dispose  of  prescription  items  left  on  their  hands,  and  so 
on.  The  inquiries  take  us  into  bee-keeping,  wine  making, 
paint  manufacture  or  such  recondite  matters  as  colouring 
gentles  for  angling.  A  large  proportion  of  the  inquiries  are, 
of  course,  for  the  addresses  of  manufacturers  of  whom 
only  the  name  is  known,  or  for  names  and  addresses  of 
manufacturers  or  distributors  of  pharmaceutical  products, 
cosmetics,  sundries,  fine  and  pharmaceutical — and  for  that 
matter  heavy — chemicals,  containers,  laboratory  equipment, 
dental  products,  surgical  or  photographic  equipment,  horti- 
cultural products,  fittings  and  fixtures  and  display  signs. 

In  its  infancy  the  department  had  greater  difficulty  in 
answering  inquiries  as  to  source  than  it  has  today.  Early 
issues  frequently  listed  fifteen  to  twenty  items  under  "  In- 
formation Wanted."  The  frequency  is  now  much  less, 
though  the  number  of  answers  given  ("  Information  Sup- 
plied "  was  once  published,  and  it  usually  ran  from  thirty  to 
forty  items)  is  now  enormously  greater. 

Requests  for  particular  types  of  information  tend  to 
repeat  themselves  throughout  the  years  according  to  con- 
ditions and  season.  During  both  the  1914-18  and  the 
1939—45  wars  requests  were  numerous  for  formulas  for 
luminous   paint  and   for  cosmetics,   especially  when  the 
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latter  came  to  be  in  short  supply.  In  the  1914-18  period 
there  were  also  many  inquiries  on  how  to  make  matches, 
for  they  were  scarce.  One  of  the  unusual  requests  of  the 
period  (C.  &  D.,  December  25,  1915,  p.  64)  was  "Have 
you  any  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  any  hidden  meaning 
in  a  request  for  "  Ashmead  Bartlett's  Dardanelles  Dis- 
patches "?  The  answer,  unlike  the  question,  has  not  sur- 
vived, so  we  shall  never  know  whether  M.I. 5  had  to  be 
called  in.  The  seasons  in  turn  bring  requests  for  formulas 
for  tonics,  sun-screen  preparations,  insect  preparations  and 
cough  mixtures.  Even  requests  for  confectionery  formulas 
get  their  useful  reply,  as  when  an  inquirer  (C.  &  D.,  June 
4,  1910,  p.  867)  was  given  a  recipe  for  "  Turkish  delight." 

Veterinary  Inquiries 

In  1860  a  Mr.  J.  Williams  asked  if  any  published  work 
gave  the  prescribed  doses  and  purposes  of  the  many  new 
chemicals  introduced  into  practice.  Although  at  that  time 
the  nearest  equivalents  were  the  works  of  Cooley,  Red- 
wood, Gray  and  Beazley,  the  demand  evidently  existed, 
even  at  that  early  date,  for  such  a  feature  as  our  current 
"  Guide  to  New  Medicaments." 

Veterinary  queries  have  always  been  frequent.  Most  of 
them  have  to  do  with  the  treatment  of  common  ailments 
of  animals,  but  one  of  an  unusual  nature  received  the  reply 
(C.  &  D.,  February  28,  1914,  p.  88)  :  — 

"  '  Poultry  '  has  a  customer  who  prepares  game-cocks  for 
righting  purposes,  and  he  has  asked  what  food  would  be  best 
to  give  them  for  a  week  before  the  fight — that  is,  after  he 
gives  them  a  physic  for  reducing  them.  The  food  or  foods 
required  must  contain  no  fattening  substance.  His  present 
method  is  a  dose  of  cream  of  tartar,  then  he  gives  a  little 
beef-tea.  The  idea  is  to  keep  down  the  weight  and  add  to 
their  strength.  (Our  veterinary  adviser's  inquiries  indicated  that 
the  best  food  in  the  circumstances  is  raw  lean  beef  and  raw 
eggs  with  bone-meal  in  small  quantities;  but  we  must  point 
out  that  cock-fighting  is  illegal  and  the  chemist  who  know- 
ingly aids  in  preparing  birds  for  fighting  may  get  himself 
into  trouble)." 


Small  packages  sometimes  arrive  at  the  office  containing, 
as  has  already  been  mentioned,  specimens  of  plants  or 
small  worms  or  maggots.  One  such  request  asked  us  to 
identify  and  give  information  about  "  the  enclosed  speci- 
mens of  worm-like  organisms.  They  are  infesting  a  water 
tank  at  the  top  of  a  building  and  are  issuing  from  the  hot 
and  cold  water  taps  connected  with  this  tank."  These 
"  worm-like  organisms "  were  found  to  be  the  larva  of 
non-biting  midges  (family  Chironomida).  The  adult  female 
of  that  species  lays  its  eggs  in  strings  of  mucus  attached  to 
some  suitable  support,  usually  in  ponds  or  rain-water 
butts.  The  larvae  live  in  the  detritus  at  the  bottom,  and  may 
take  as  long  as  a  year  before  becoming  adult.  Our  reply 
recommended  that  the  tank  should  be  emptied  and  cleaned 
out  to  remove  the  existing  fauna,  and  a  cover  provided  so 
as  to  prevent  further  infestation. 

Multiple  inquiries  on  diverse  subjects  are  sometimes  re- 
ceived in  a  single  letter,  as  reflected  in  a  reply  (C.  &  D., 
May  28,  1910,  p.  64),  dealing  in  some  detail  with  the 
treatment  of  repeated  attacks  of  cold  in  the  head.  There 
followed  the  sentence,  which  today  would  be  as  unlikely 
as  the  inquiry  itself :  "  We  cannot  advise  in  respect  to  the 
bank  mentioned,  nor  about  Henry  VIII  and  his  church  and 
marital  relations."  Another  inquirer  received  the  answer: 
"A  consultation  with  a  leading  specialist  in  London  costs 
two  or  three  guineas.  Do  you  suggest  that  we  should  pay 
this  for  you  in  respect  to  your  ailment?  " 

The  National  Health  Service  has  to  a  large  extent  now 
relieved  us  of  any  calls  on  our  services  as  "  poor  man's 
doctor "  to  chemists  or  their  customers.  But  present-day 
inquiries  of  a  technical  nature  often  call  for  quite  a  lot  of 
patient  search,  and  occasionally  for  sudden  inspiration. 
They  usually  raise  problems  too  new  to  have  been  dealt 
with  in  textbooks,  and  occasionally  much  delving  into 
original  papers  is  required  before  a  problem  is  solved.  In 
the  future,  as  in  the  past,  we  shall  continue  to  do  our  best. 
Whether  our  replies  of  today  will  give  entertainment  to 
readers  a  century  hence,  we  can  but  guess. 


THE  PHOENIX  AND  WHY 

Fact  and  fancy  about  the  C.  &  D.  emblem 


THE  question  is  often  asked  why  the  phoenix  is  the  em- 
blem of  the  C.  &  D.  The  reasons  for  its  original  adop- 
tion are  not  on  record,  but  it  is  well  accepted  the 
phoenix  is  not  without  associations  with  pharmacy.  Accord- 
ing to  Brewer's  Dictionary  of  Phrase  and  Fable,  "  the 
phoenix  was  adopted  as  a  sign  over  chemists'  shops  through 
the  association  of  this  fabulous  bird  with  alchemy.  Para- 
celsus wrote  about  it,  and  several  of  the  alchemists 
employed  it  to  symbolise  their  vocation." 

Xrayser  II,  in  the  C.  &  D.,  May  21,  1910,  had  the  fol- 
lowing to  say  about  it :  The  design  of  the  phoenix  on 
chemists'  and  druggists'  labels,  noted  in  the  C.  &  D.  last 
week,  is  due,  as  is  doubtless  the  same  design,  plus  the  key, 
on  the  cover  of  this  journal,  to  the  use  of  the  symbol  by 
the  old  alchemists,  who  thought  the  phoenix  arising  from 
the  flames  an  apt  emblem  of  their  art.  But  in  the  older 
forms  of  the  phoenix  legend  the  flames  do  not  appear;  the 
story  in  Herodotus  is  that  the  phoenix  was  an  Arabian  bird 
appearing  in  Egypt  once  in  every  five  hundred  years  to 
bury  its  parent,  encased  in  myrrh,  in  the  temple  of  the  sun 
at  Heliopolis.  In  later  legends  it  was  sometimes  an  Indian 
bird,  and  the  period  of  its  appearances  was  500  or  1,461 
years,  when  it  burnt  itself  away  and  a  new  phoenix  sprang 
from  the  flames.  There  are  other  variants  of  the  story,  and 
many  explanations  of  it  have  been  given.  Probably  it  refers 
to  the  recurrence  of  a  period  marked  by  the  helical  rising  of 
some  prominent  star  or  constellation.  It  is  not  many  years 
since  an  Oxford  don,  writing  in  "  Notes  and  Queries," 
professed  his  belief  in  the  actual  existence  of  this  fabled 
bird!     Tertullian,   Clement  and   other  Fathers  devoutly 


believed  in  it;  and  Dr.  Lightfoot,  the  learned  Bishop  of 
Durham,  excusing,  though  not,  as  need  hardly  be  said, 
sharing  their  credulity,  expresses  the  opinion  that  the 
marginal  reading  of  Job  xxix,  18  is  the  correct  one:  "I 
shall  die  in  my  nest,  and  I  shall  multiply  my  days  as  the 
phoenix." 

The  subject  was  taken  up  by  correspondents.  Quercus, 
the  following  week,  wrote : — ■ 

"Xrayser's"  interesting  remarks  respecting  the  phoenix  do 
not  include  reference  to  the  Browne's  "  Enquiry  into  Vulgar 
and  Common  Errors."  In  this  work  Dr.  Browne  devotes 
upwards  of  five  pages  to  the  subject  of  the  phoenix.  Com- 
mencing, he  says : 

"  There  is  but  one  phoenix  in  the  world,  which  after  many 

hundred  years  burnetii  itselfe,  and  from  the  ashes  thereof 

ariseth   up  another,   is   a   conceit  not   new   or  altogether 

popular,  but  of  great  antiquity." 

Dr.  Lightfoot  and  other  writers  referred  to  had  probably 
read  the  arguments  of  Dr.  Browne,  who  was  of  the 
opinion  that  a  mistranslated  word  affords  the  clue: 

"As  for  the  Texts  of  Scripture,  which  seem  to  confirme  the 
conceit  duly  perpended,  they  adde  not  thereunto.  For  whereas 
in  that  of  Job,  according  to  the  Septuagint  or  Greeke  trans- 
lation, we  find  the  word  Phoenix,  yet  can  it  have  no  animal 
signification;  for  therein  ...  the  truncke  of  the  Palme  tree 
...  is  also  called  Phoenix  .  .  .  ." 

The  ancient  authors  were  doubtful  of  the  authenticity  of 
the  stories  of  the  "  bird."  The  conclusion  Dr.  Browne 
arrived  at  was : 

"  It  was  only  a  mistake   upon  the   homonymy  of  the 

Greeke  word  Phoenix,  which  signifies  also  a  Palme  tree,  which 
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is  a  fallacy  of  equivocation,  from  a  community  in  name,  in- 
ferring a  common  nature,  and  whereby  we  may  as  firmly 
conclude  that  Diaphoenicia,  a  purging  electuary,  hath  some 
part  of  the  Phoenix  for  its  ingredient,  which  receives  its 
name  from  Dates  or  the  fruit  of  the  Palme  tree,  from  whence 
as  Pliny  delivers,  the  Phoenix  had  its  name." 
Surely  it  was  a  happy  thought  to  combine  the  key  and 
the  phoenix  to  form  the  title  for  the  oracle  of  the  trade, 
the  C.  &  D.,  which  has  during  the  half-century  of  its  exist- 
ence unlocked  many  secrets,  which  were  previously  her- 
metically sealed,  and  spread  them  out  for  the  benefit  of  its 
subscribers. 

R.  G.  Mumbray,  in  the  same  issue,  compared  Scriptural 
translations  and  asked :  "  Which  is  the  correct  reading — 
nest,  sand,  or  turban?  Where  does  the  phoenix  come  in, 
in  its  1460th  year  and  day  of  self-combustion?  " 

Xrayser  II  made  those  letters  the  excuse  for  more  re- 
marks on  the  subject,  "  especially  as  affording  me  an  op- 
portunity of  correcting  an  error.  .  .  ."  What  Lightfoot  says 
is:  "Even  Job  xxix,  18  is  translated  by  several  modern 
critics,  '  With  my  nest  shall  I  die  and  like  the  phoenix 
lengthen  my  days' "...  The  association  of  the  phoenix 
with  the  date-palm  is  a  very  old  one,  and  in  some  forms  of 
the  myth  the  bird  and  the  tree  are  represented  as  dying 
and  reviving  together.  .  .  .  The  explanation  of  this  connec- 
tion of  the  bird  with  the  tree  is  probably  the  fact  that  the 
name  "  phoenix  "  common  to  both  is  the  Greek  adjective 
signifying  purple  or  crimson-red,  from  which  the  geograph- 
ical name  "  Phoenicia  "  is  thought  to  have  been  derived." 

The  Eternal  Bird 

The  two  other  meanings,  of  the  Hebrew  word  translated 
phoenix  being  palm  tree  and  sand,  it  may  not  be  too 
fanciful  to  claim  that  any  of  the  three  interpretations  is 
apt.  The  palm  tree  could  be  taken  to  symbolise  botanical 
drugs  and  sand  to  typify  chemicals.  What  we  are  not 
disposed  to  believe  is  that  the  first  editor  of  the  paper — 
if  he  was  responsible  for  choosing  the  phoenix — took  all 
those  various  renderings  into  account.  It  happens  that  a 
book  on  the  phoenix :  "  Phoenix  Reborn,"  by  Maurice 
Burton,  D.Sc.  (Hutchinson  &  Co.  (Publishers),  Ltd.,  25s.) 
was  published  in  the  early  months  of  1959.  In  it  the  author 
examines  the  legend  of  the  phoenix  and  relates  it  to  his 
own  acute  observations  of  certain  manifestations  of  bird 
life.  Into  those  phenomena  it  is  not  our  intention  to  go, 
but  we  would  like — not  too  seriously — to  refer  to  parts  of 
the  legend  and  offer  comments  [in  parentheses]  to  suggest 
why  the  phoenix  could  have  an  appeal  to  an  editor  identi- 
fying himself,  as  one  is  apt  to  do,  with  the  symbol  he  is 
making  his  own. 

"  He  is  named  the  Eternal  Bird.  .  .  .  Some  believe  the 
phoenix  lives  500  years,  others  540.  others  600,  609  or 
660.  This  person  has  extended  the  course  of  his  life  to 
1,000.  that  person  to  7,000  and  7,006.  Who  would  believe 
that  some  calculators  bold,  but  difficult  to  refute,  have 
gone  so  far  as  12,954  years?"  [Let  us  in  modesty  be  content 
with  the  lowest  figure.  Even  that  gives  us  four  more  cen- 
tenaries to  be  celebrated  before  the  paper  packs  up.] 

"  His  exile  and  his  death  attract  the  attention  of  the 
universe."  [Who  would  not  desire  such  immortality  ?] 

"At  the  sound  of  his  harmonius  voice,  more  mellow  than 
the  song  of  the  nightingale,  the  new  light  floods  the  earth 
and  as  the  rising  sun  draws  aside  the  veil  of  night,  he 
joins  his  concert  to  that  of  all  nature.  The  lion  roars  in 
response."  [Give  but  our  pen  a  touch  of  thy  magic.  O 
phoenix !] 

"  Unerringly  he  marks  the  fleeting  hours."  [More  suited, 
perhaps,  to  a  daily  than  a  weekly,  but  'twill  serve.] 

"  Nothing  can  turn  him  from  his  destiny,  neither  the 
tumult  of  the  towns,  scenes  of  passions,  nor  the  temples 
where  thunder  sleeps  between  the  hands  of  the  gods,  nor 
the  palaces  where,  couched  in  luxury,  tyranny  raises  its 
da  ggers."  [There's  editorial  independence  for  you  f] 

"  He  suspends  his  nest  on  the  branches  of  the  highest 
palm,  places  it  in  full  view  of  the  sun.  He  uses  in  its 


construction  the  most  precious  perfumes.  He  chooses  those 
which  the  Assyrian  gathers  on  the  banks  of  the  Tigris, 
which  the  pygmies  collect,  or  even  the  opulent  Arab  living 
in  the  deserts  of  sand  and  fire,  or  those  growing  in  India 
or  the  land  of  Sheba,  happy  land  where  incense  grows  for 
the  gods."  [What  an  eyrie  for  an  editor!  What  poetry  in 
that  whiff  of  printers'  ink  !] 

"  It  is  beautiful  to  see  him  working,  going,  coming  and 
returning."  [The  subeditors  don't  always  think  so.] 

"  There  are  different  accounts  of  his  death  and  birth. 
When  his  last  hour  has  arrived,  so  it  is  said,  he  throws 
himself  violently  on  the  ground,  wounds  himself  and  dies. 
From  this  mortal  wound  the  young  phoenix  is  born." 
[That  is,  of  course,  only  what  it  feels  like  each  week.] 

"  But  everything  is  against  this  black  calumny,  his  in- 
stinct, his  conduct,  his  sobriety,  the  calm  of  his  passions, 
his  sublime  occupations,  the  whole  harmony  of  his  life." 
[Could  any  editor  have  put  it  more  succinctly  ?] 

"  However,  the  phoenix  pursues  his  journey,  lugubrious 
but  ever  celebrated."  [Lugubrious  ?  Well,  perhaps,  until  we 
can  be  quite,  quite  certain  of  being  "  ever  celebrated."] 

ISSUES  THAT  NEVER 
APPEARED 

SINCE  the  end  of  the  1939-45  war  there  have  been  three 
disputes  between  printing-industry  employers  and  opera- 
tives resulting  in  stoppages.  In  each  of  them  the  C.  &  D.  has 
managed  to  maintain  some  sort  of  printed  substitute  for 
normal  weekly  issues.  Into  the  methods  used  it  is  not  nec- 
essary, and  would  take  too  long  to  go  beyond  saying  that, 
not  themselves  in  any  of  those  crises  one  of  the  parties 
directly  involved  in  the  dispute  but  a  mere  victim,  the 
publishers  have  tried  hard,  and  with  reasonable  succcess, 
to  keep  faith  with  subscribers  without  exacerbating  the 
situation  between  the  parties  to  the  dispute.  The  methods 
used  have  varied  according  to  the  different  conditions 
affecting  the  three  stoppages,  and  there  were  two  weeks 
during  the  second  of  them  when  it  seemed  likely  that 
the  arrangements  for  letterpress  printing  would  fail. 

"  Shadow  "  Editions 

Fortunately  they  did  not,  but  the  precaution  had  been 
taken  to  prepare,  for  issue  if  necessary,  an  alterna- 
tive issue  by  a  method  more  appropriate  to  office  station- 
ery— a  "  lithographic "  method  which  uses  typewritten 
sheets  and  makes  facsimiles  of  them.  The  operation,  given 
a  continuous  document  such  as  a  circular  letter  or  a 
manager  s  report  to  his  directors,  is  simple  and  straight- 
forward. With  paragraphs  of  news  and  deaths  and  all  the 
other  items  making  up  a  newspaper,  complications  arise 
because  they  cannot  all  be  assembled  beforehand,  but  must 
be  typed  as  they  arrive,  subedited,  cut  out  and  sorted  into 
their  various  headings,  and  mounted  so  as  to  make  a  pre- 
sentable, not  a  botched,  result.  An  appearance  of  uniform- 
ity has  to  be  secured  from  material  prepared  by  several 
subeditors  and  several  typists  (using  different  machines) 
and  resulting  in  paragraphs  of  very  different  lengths,  all  to 
be  fitted  into  columns  of  equal  measure.  A  good  typist, 
quick  to  understand  the  needs  and  accurate  enough  not  to 
complicate  matters  by  mis-spellings  and  consequent  correc- 
tions demanding  finicky  work  with  scissors  and  paste  on 
the  "  paste-up  "  of  the  page,  is  a  tremendous  asset  in  such 
an  emergency.  Full  advantage,  too,  was  taken  of  the  artists 
in  the  studio — whose  normal  programmes  had  been  thrown 
out  of  gear  by  disrupted  publication— to  paste  up  the 
pieces  of  paper  with  full  benefit  of  drawing  boards  and 
tee-squares  in  keeping  the  paragraphs  correctly  aligned  and 
evenly  spaced. 

The  resulting  issues  were  received  in  the  office  with  some 
sense  of  achievement  and  perhaps  there  was  even  a  feeling 
of  disappointment  when  it  was  discovered  that  they  were 
not  after  all  to  see  the  light  of  day. 
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CONCERN  AT  RECRUITMENT  FIGURES 

Scottish  Department  to  "  elaborate  "  views  on  D.B.A.  discontinuance 


TT  was  reported  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
1  maceutical  Society  on  November  3  that  in  October 
-1-  twenty-five  persons  had  been  registered  as  "  student." 
making  202  in  the  current  year,  against  483  in  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  1958.  The  number  of  students  who  began 
studies  in  schools  of  pharmacy  in  the  present  session  was 
806.  Of  those,  339  were  degree  students,  369  two-year  dip- 
loma students,  and  104  three-year  diploma  students.  The 
number  of  the  degree  students  registered  as  "  student  "  was 
139  (41  per  cent.);  all  the  diploma  students  were  so  regis- 
tered. There  were  still  678  "  students  "  who  were  registered 
before  March  1,  1958,  and  most  of  them  would  be  ready 
to  commence  at  schools  of  pharmacy  next  session.  If  that 
assessment  was  correct  it  meant  that  most  of  the  places 
occupied  by  students  now  attending  the  first  year  of  the 
two-year  diploma  course  would  be  required  in  the  session 
beginning  in  the  autumn  of  1960.  Probably  some  would 
still  be  required  for  a  two-year  course  beginning  in  the 
autumn  of  1961.  The  678  students  mentioned  were  to  be 
asked  to  make  known  their  intention  as  to  continuation  of 
studies.  Mr.  Grosset  said  that  the  Scottish  Department 
Executive  had  for  some  years  had  an  analysis  of  enrol- 
ments in  schools  of  pharmacy  in  Scotland,  and  found  those 
figures  a  great  help.  It  might  be  an  advantage  for  members 
of  Council  to  watch  the  enrolments  at  schools  of  phar- 
macy elsewhere.  In  respect  of  the  current  year,  it  would  be 
useful  to  know  the  number  of  applications  received,  the 
number  of  students  admitted,  how  many  had  been  refused 
for  lack  of  accommodation  and  how  many  for  other  rea- 
sons. It  was  probably  fair  to  say  that  colleges  were  full  or 
nearly  full,  but  the  figure  of  104  three-year  diploma  stu- 
dents did  not  represent  a  rosy  future  for  the  register.  The 
Council  should,  however,  be  kept  up-to-date  statistically 
on  the  applications  and  acceptances. 

Enough  Entrants  ? 

Professor  Macdonald  (acting  chairman)  said  that  it  was 
clear  that  not  all  the  678  students  mentioned  were  going 
to  be  accommodated  in  1960.  Mr.  Jackson  said  that  the 
figures  given  seemed  to  indicate  that  there  would  be  about 
400  new  entrants  into  pharmacy  this  year.  Irrespective  of 
conditions  in  the  schools,  was  that  an  adequate  figure  ? 
It  had  to  be  remembered  that  there  had  been  a  rush  of 
students  to  register  under  the  old  regulations  before  March 
1958,  so  that  there  was  now  a  mixture  of  those  and  of  the 
students  registered  since,  but  taking  account  of  both  and 
of  the  unregistered  degree  students.  400  seemed  to  be  the 
total.  Professor  Macdonald  said  that  the  question  could 
only  be  answered  by  a  statistician  who  had  spent  much 
time  on  it  in  the  past.  But  his  reply  last  month  that  most 
of  the  schools  were  substantially  filled  to  capacity  indicated 
that  the  available  places  were  being  used,  and  he  did  not 
see  what  more  could  be  done  about  it.  Mr.  Adams  said 
that  there  was  a  transition  period  at  the  moment,  and  the 
ultimate  position  could  not  be  judged  from  the  figures  given 
in  the  present  report.  It  had  been  made  clear  long  ago  that 
there  would  be  a  time  lag.  Whether  400  new  entrants  this 
year  was  an  adequate  figure  was  not  a  question  to  which  a 
quick  answer  could  be  given.  The  matter  was  much  too 
complicated.  Professor  Macdonald  said  that  the  schools 
seemed  to  be  increasing  in  their  numbers  of  students.  It 
was  so  in  London  and  Manchester,  and  he  thought  it  was 
the  same  in  other  places.  He  did  not  think  that  fewer  were 
qualifying  than  in  the  past — he  would  have  thought  there 
were  a  few  more,  because  a  better  type  of  student  was  now 
entering,  and  there  should  be  few  failures.  The  register 
must  surely  tend  to  grow. 

Mr.  Grosset,  noting  that  Professor  Macdonald  seemed 


satisfied  with  the  number  of  entrants  to  the  colleges,  said 
he  could  not  understand  why  that  was  not  reflected  in 
Scotland.  The  number  of  places  for  diploma  students  there 
were  nothing  like  all  filled.  That  was  why  he  wished  to 
analyse  the  picture  presented  by  the  numbers  of  new 
entrants. 

Mr.  Steinman  said  that  he  assumed  from  the  fact  that 
806  first-year  students  were  now  in  the  schools  of  phar- 
macy that  the  number  of  students  "  in  the  pipeline "  (in- 
cluding second  and  third  year  students)  was  2.000.  If  so, 
the  position  was  that  the  first  eleven  months  of  the  transi- 
tion period  were  over  and  another  thirteen  months  re- 
mained. Professor  Macdonald  agreed  with  the  figure  of 
2.000,  which  meant  about  700  in  each  student-year.  It  was 
agreed  to  make  a  further  report. 

"  Exploration  "  in  Publicity 

That  the  Publicity  Committee  had  held  an  exploratory 
meeting  and  had  decided  on  arrangements  for  dealing  with 
its  work  was  reported  to  the  Council.  Three  subcommit- 
tees had  been  appointed  to  investigate  (a)  how  corporate 
opinion  in  pharmacy  should  be  presented  to  pharmacists  as 
a  body;  how  contact  between  Council  and  membership 
might  be  improved  or  strengthened;  methods  by  which 
pharmacists  might  be  encouraged  to  take  part  in  the  public 
life  of  pharmacy;  the  role  that  branches  might  play  in 
public  relations  and  publicity  locally;  and  the  advice  on 
those  matters  that  could  be  given  to  them:  (b)  in  the  light 
of  proposed  alterations  to  the  Society's  house,  what  de- 
velopments and  aspects  of  pharmacy  might  be  presented 
in  displays  for  pharmacists  and  for  the  general  public;  and 
(c)  how  pharmacy  as  a  career  might  be  presented  to  pro- 
spective entrants. 

A  letter  from  the  Scottish  Department  Executive  express- 
ing the  opinion  that  the  continuance  of  post-graduate  dip- 
lomas was  essential,  and  deploring  the  decision  to  discon- 
tinue the  Diploma  in  Biochemical  Analysis,  was  reported, 
and  it  was  agreed  to  ask  the  Scottish  Executive  to  elaborate 
its  view  on  the  matter. 

A  report  was  received  on  arrangements  being  made  by 
the  British  Broadcasting  Corporation  for  a  new  programme 
in  the  careers  series  "  Choosing  a  Job,"  to  be  broadcast  in 
Network  Three  on  November  23,  when  the  career  to  be 
discussed  would  be  pharmacy.  The  Education  Committee 
welcomed  a  report  that  the  Scottish  Executive  had  decided 
to  take  part  in  the  Scottish  Schoolboys'  and  Schoolgirls' 
exhibition  to  be  held  at  Kelvin  Hall,  Glasgow,  March  22 
to  April  2,  1960. 

A  report  was  submitted  from  Mr.  F.  F.  C.  Bateson  on 
the  work  done  with  the  help  of  an  education  grant  made 
to  him  for  use  during  the  summer  vacation.  Mr.  M.  Hooper 
had  thanked  the  committee  for  educational  grants  received 
by  him  in  the  past  three  years,  which  had  enabled  him  to 
obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy. 

The  reports  of  the  Intermediate  examination  held  in 
October  1959  showed  that  in  England  and  Wales  there  were 
six  first  entrants;  none  had  passed,  two  were  referred,  three 
failed,  and  one  was  absent.  Of  thirty  re-entries  six  passed, 
eight  were  referred,  fifteen  failed,  and  one  was  absent. 
There  were  fifty-five  entries  for  a  referred  subject,  of  whom 
twenty-seven  passed,  twenty-four  were  again  referred,  and 
four  were  absent.  In  Scotland  there  was  one  first  entry, 
who  was  successful.  Of  twenty-six  re-entries  seven  passed, 
eight  were  referred,  ten  failed,  and  one  was  absent.  Twenty 
candidates  entered  for  a  referred  subject,  and  twelve  passed, 
seven  were  again  referred,  and  one  was  absent. 

It  was  reported  that,  in  September,  four  out  of  five  can- 
didates had  sat  for  Part  I  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist 
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Qualifying  examination.  Two  were  successful  in  all  sub- 
jects, one  in  two  subjects,  and  one  in  one  subject. 

The  appointment  of  the  following  invigilators  was  re- 
ported: — Aberdeen.

It  was  reported  that  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex. 

1959,  would  be  published  on  December  17.  The  Publica- 
tions Committee  had  received  a  letter  from  the  editor 
and  publishers  of  the  East  German  pharmaceutical  publica- 
tion Pharmazeutische  Zentralhalle  fur  Deutschland,  Jena, 
congratulating  the  Society  on  the  publication  of  the  5,000th 
issue  of  the  Society's  journal  on  August  29,  1959.  The 
letter  was  signed  by  Dr.  W.  Poethke  (director  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  Pharmacy  and  Food  Chemistry,  Friedrich  Schiller 
University,  Jena,  and  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety of  the  German  Democratic  Republic).  It  stated:  "It 
is  indeed  a  remarkable  event  that  your  Journal,  which  is 
now  118  years  old  and  was  founded  in  the  same  year  as  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  has  with  the 
Society  developed  and  grown  in  strength.  May  its  further 
development  also  be  successful  and  happy." 

Mr.  D.  Piper  (Assistant  Keeper  of  the  National  Portrait 
Gallery)  was  reported  as  having  recently  visited  the  Soci- 
ety's house  and  prepared  for  national  records  notes  on  a 
number  of  portraits  owned  by  the  Society.  On  his  recom- 
mendation a  scheme  of  restoration  for  some  of  the  portraits 
was  being  considered. 

In  connection  with  the  renewal  of  the  Society's  contribu- 
tion to  the  United  Kingdom  Committee  for  W.H.O.,  it 
was  agreed  that,  subject  to  practical  considerations,  the 
Society  should  offer  to  assist  with  an  exhibit  on  World 
Health  Day  at  some  future  time. 

It  was  reported  that  the  number  of  representatives  of  the 
Society's  branches  present  at  the  Bournemouth  meeting  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  was  214,  from  eighty- 
eight  branches  (two  more  representatives  and  one  more 
Branch  than  at  the  Llandudno  meeting  in  1958).  It  was 
noted  that,  at  the  meeting  held  on  October  7,  sixty-six 
branch  secretaries  were  present,  against  seventy-two  at  the 
meeting  a  year  earlier. 

The  dates  on  which  the  Society's  house  would  be  closed 
for  Christmas  were  announced  as  from  mid-day,  December 
24,  to  9  a.m.  on  December  28. 

In  response  to  a  letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  in- 
viting the  Society's  suggestions  for  filling  a  vacancy  on  the 
Central  Health  Services  Council  from  March  31,  1960,  it 
was  agreed  to  suggest  the  name  of  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  for 
reappointment  to  the  Committee. 

Veterinary  and  Agricultural  Matters 

A  memorandum  "  The  Pharmacist  and  Veterinary  and 
Agricultural  Matters''  was  considered;  it  was  suggested 
that  it  should  be  circulated  to  branches,  and  members  asked 
to  discuss  its  contents,  each  branch  to  appoint  a  representa- 
tive interested  in  that  aspect  of  practice  to  attend  a  meeting 
at  the  Society's  House  in  late  January  or  early  February 

1960.  The  Council  approved  the  recommendation. 

The  Committee  made  grants  amounting  to  £266  to  five 
widows  and  a  member,  and  recommended  grants  amount- 
ing to  £1,263  to  five  other  widows  and  four  members, 
which  were  approved  by  the  Council.  One  application  was 
deferred  and  in  another  case  no  grant  was  made.  From  the 
Orphan  Fund  a  grant  of  £208  was  made  in  one  case.  A 
grant  in  kind  during  the  winter  months  was  authorised  in 
respect  of  one  annuitant. 


The  Committee  agreed  to  make  a  Christmas  gift  of  £5 
from  the  Benevolent  Fund  to  each  of  forty-three  annuitants, 
and  of  £2  2s.  from  the  Orphan  Fund  to  each  of  the  three 
orphans.  It  was  also  agreed  to  make  a  gift  of  £2  2s.  to  each 
child  under  sixteen  whose  parents  had  received  grants  from 
the  Benevolent  Fund  during  1959. 

The  receipt  was  reported  of  a  legacy  of  £500  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  Percy 
Bunting  Gray.  Rugby. 

The  Committee  was  informed  that  a  cheque  had  been 
received  from  the  Derby  Branch,  as  a  memorial  to  the  late 
Mr.  K.  Green,  to  meet  the  cost  of  , one  of  garages  at  Birds- 
grove  House. 

The  warden's  report  stated  that,  in  the  month  to  October 
16,  thirty-five  guests  had  stayed  at  the  convalescent  home 
for  an  aggregate  of  forty-four  weeks,  against  twenty-two 
guests  and  thirty-four  weeks  in  the  corresponding  month  of 
1958.  In  the  quarter  to  the  same  date,  the  number  of  guests 
at  mid-week  ranged  from  seven  to  eighteen,  the  average 
number  being  twelve.  In  the  month  to  October  16,  seven 
contributions,  amounting  to  £36,  were  received  from  guests 
to  supplement  weekly  payments. 

The  Council  agreed  that  Birdsgrove  House  should  be 
closed  to  guests  from  Sunday,  December  20,  until  Sunday, 
January  3,  1960.  inclusive,  for  Christmas  and  cleaning. 

The  Registrar  reported  the  receipt  of  additional  special 
contributions  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  from  the  Sunderland 
Branch  (£32)  and  the  East  Cumberland  Branch  (£4)  which 
had  been  handed  to  the  vice-president  and  Mr.  Steinman 
respectively  during  visits.  A  contribution  of  £5  5s.  was 
further  reported  for  the  Birdsgrove  House  Fund  from  Mr. 
A.  A.  Egboh  (Pharmacy  Board  of  Nigeria).  Mr.  Heseltine 
said  that  Mr.  Egboh,  in  his  letter,  had  expressed  his  thanks 
for  the  help  and  courtesy  extended  to  him  by  the  Society 
during  his  visit  to  Great  Britain. 

During  September  the  Society's  inspectors  and  agents 
visited  1,045  authorised  sellers,  ninety-six  listed  sellers  and 
725  drug-store  proprietors  and  similar  traders.  Twenty-three 
cases  of  alleged  infringement  under  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  1933.  were  considered  and  appropriate  action 
taken. 

Eight  former  members  of  the  Society,  having  paid  the 
necessary  fees  and  penalties,  had  been  restored  to  the 
register.  On  the  Committee's  recommendation  the  Council 
approved  the  restoration  of  one  person  whose  name  had 
been  removed  more  than  ten  years  ago.  Recommendations 
were  also  approved  for  the  reciprocal  registration  of  one 
applicant  under  Section  XIX  (14)  of  the  Society's  by-laws, 
and  of  nine  applicants  under  Section  XIX  (16). 

The  President  reported  with  regret  the  death  of  Mr. 
John  Anderson,  Dundee  (see  C.  &  D.,  October  18.  p.  319), 
a  former  chairman  (1944-46)  of  the  Executive  of  the  Soci- 
ety's Scottish  Department,  of  which  he  was  a  member, 
1937-52.  Mr.  Elder  said  that  pharmacists  in  Scotland 
mourned  the  loss  in  Mr.  Anderson  of  a  really  good  col- 
league; he  had  given  nearly  forty  years'  service  to  Scottish 
pharmaceutical  affairs,  and  would  always  be  remembered 
among  members  of  the  profession  there  for  his  happy  dis- 
position and  ready  wit.

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IRISH  PHARMACY  WEEK 

Need  for  new  Pharmacy  Bill  emphasised 

{Concluded  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  November  7,  p.  407) 


Symposium 

MR.  J.  McKenna,  continuing,  said  that 
all  pharmaceutical  and  medical  re- 
presentatives worthy  of  the  name 
underwent  a  period  of  intensive  train- 
ing. Representatives  were  convinced 
that  the  personnel  best  equipped  to 
carry  out  the  work  came  from  the 
ranks  of  pharmacy.  It  was  precisely 
for  that  reason  that  the  Irish  Pharma- 
ceutical and  Medical  Representatives' 
Association  was  formed.  "  We  want 
you  to  realise  that  when  any  of  our 
members  call  on  you  he  is  well  aware 
of  your  problems,  and  can  help  you 
not  only  in  matters  peculiar  to  his 
own  company  and  products,  but  in 
many  of  the  trials  and  sometimes,  irri- 
tations, that  beset  you  in  present-day 
pharmacy."  Mr.  McKenna  said  that  in 
future  no  one  who  was  not  a  qualified 
pharmacist  would  be  admitted  to  mem- 
bership of  the  Association.  "  We  be- 
lieve in  that  way  we  shall  not  only 
maintain  a  high  standard  of  pharma- 
ceutical and  medical  representation, 
but  that  we  shall  also  provide  one 
more  outlet  for  the  graduates  of  the 
College." 

To  representatives,  Mr.  McKenna 
gave  this  advice:  "  Always  remember 
that  you  belong  to  an  honourable  pro- 
fession; do  nothing  and  say  nothing 
that  might  bring  discredit  on  it  or 
upon  yourself  or  the  company  you 
represent.  If  you  know  nothing  good 
about  your  competitors'  product,  say 
nothing  bad  about  it." 

Proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
McKenna,  Mr.  J.  Power,  Wicklow. 
said  they  could  not  fail  to  admire  the 
high  ideals  that  were  the  background 
of  the  Association.  The  medical  re- 
presentatives provided  a  wonderful  ser- 
vice, and  as  a  hospital  pharmacist  he 
knew  the  high  regard  in  which  they 
were  held  by  most  doctors.  It  was 
satisfying  to  hear  that  only  qualified 
pharmacists  would  be  admitted  to 
membership  in  future. 

Dinner 

Mr.  D.  W.  P.  Boyd,  presiding  at  the 
Irish  Pharmacy  Week  dinner,  read  a 
message  received  from  Mr.  W.  S.  Apple 
(secretary,  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association)  stating  that  the  Associa- 
tion was  happy  to  extend  its  best 
wishes  for  a  successful  Pharmacy 
Week.  "  National  Pharmacy  Week  in 
the  United  States  is  somewhat  different 
in  scope  from  your  initial  venture,  but 
we  feel  confident  that  Pharmacy  Week 
both  in  Ireland  and  the  U.S.  will  do 
much  to  further  the  profession  of  phar- 
macy." 

Proposing  the  toast  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland,  the  lord 
mayor  of  Dublin  (Councillor  P.  A. 
Brady,  T.D.)  said  that  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Ireland  was  an  ancient 
and  noble  one — a  Society  with  a  heri- 
tage, and  a  Society  that  had  done  its 
work  for  the  Irish  people  where 
matters  affecting  their  health  were  con- 


cerned. "  The  Irish  people  have  done 
well  by  Irish  pharmacy,"  he  commen- 
ted. The  lord  mayor  humorously  re- 
ferred to  the  coincidence  that  the  first 
president  of  the  Society  was  Sir  D.  J. 
Corrigan  and  that  today  the  holder  of 
the  office  was  "  Sir  Hugh."  He  hoped 
that  during  the  term  of  "  Sir  Hugh  " 
their  Pharmacy  Act  would  be  brought 
up  to  date  in  1960.  In  a  reference  to 
Pharmacy  Week,  he  said  he  hoped  it 
would  lead  shortly  to  an  Irish  Phar- 
macy Conference. 

Mr.  Brady  said  pharmacists  were 
hoping  that  they  would  have  a  new 
Pharmacy  Act  in  the  near  future.  "  It 
seems  extraordinary  to  me  that  the 
pharmaceutical  chemist  has  not  the 
sole  right  which  he  should  have,  and 
which  he  has  in  every  other  country, 
in  compounding  and  dispensing  pre- 
scriptions. That  is  necessary  to  us.  We 
have  the  training  to  do  it  and  I  don't 
know  of  any  body  of  professional  men 
who  go  through  such  an  arduous 
course  and  get  so  little  by  way  of 
monetary  reward.  I  don't  know  of  any 
professional  body,  except  perhaps  the 
medical  profession  that  puts  so  great  a 
responsibility  on  its  graduates.  We  are 
the  custodians  of  the  Poison  Laws  of 
Ireland  —  a  great  responsibility.  I 
always  think  it  is  a  pity  that  the  chem- 
ist, with  his  qualifications  and  experi- 
ence, is  not  given  an  opportunity  of 
playing  a  greater  part  in  the  public 
health  service  of  this  State.  It  would 
be  of  advantage  to  the  people  and  the 
State,"  said  the  lord  mayor  who  added 
that  it  must  be  remembered  that 
throughout  the  country  there  were  be- 
tween 1,200  and  1,400  pharmacies,  all 
manned  by  highly  trained  personnel, 
and  all  carrying  comprehensive  stocks. 
"  Surely  they  are  there  to  give  a  ser- 
vice to  the  people  on  their  doorsteps," 
the  lord  mayor  concluded. 

Replying,  Mr.  Corrigan  said  "I  will 
echo  the  thought  (very  gently),  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  may  have  come 
a  long  way  since  the  lord  mayor  was 
president,  but  it  still  awaits  a  new 
Pharmacy  Bill." 

Proposing  the  toast  of  "  our  guests," 
the  Dean  of  the  College  (Dr.  R.  F. 
Timoney)  said  Pharmacy  Week  should 
be  an  annual  affair  with  representa- 
tives of  Northern  Ireland  and  the  Re- 
public joining  together  in  educational, 
cultural  and  social  activities  as  mem- 
bers of  the  same  profession  and  fel- 
low Irishmen. 

Dr.  N.  Dolan  (president,  Irish  Medi- 
cal Association)  replying,  said  that  the 
greatest  tribute  that  could  be  paid  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  that 
they  had  two  politicians  who  were 
active  members  of  the  Council  and 
who  had  the  respect  and  confidence  of 
all  members  of  the  Society.  As  an 
Irishman  he  held  that  Irish  drugs 
should  hold  first  place  in  Ireland  and 
if  possible  outside  Ireland.  Every  sup- 
port should  be  given  to  Irish  industry. 
He  added  that  he  would  like  to  see  a 
bureau  of  standards  set  up  in  Ireland 


and  so  ensure  that  Irish  drugs  would 
have  the  confidence  of  the  pharmaceu- 
tical and  medical  professions.  The  time 
had  come  for  forming  an  association 
to  speak  with  one  voice  for  pharma- 
cists, doctors  and  veterinary  surgeons 
so  that  the  common  interest  of  their 
professions  could  be  advanced. 

Formal  Closing 

Formally  declaring  Irish  Pharmacy 
Week  closed  at  the  end  of  the  sympo- 
sium, Mr.  H.  P.  Corrigan  (president, 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland) 
said  inevitably  those  attending  would 
ask  themselves  how  it  would  develop 
and  would  it  change  as  the  years  pro- 
gressed. "  I  suggest  that  it  is  sufficient 
to  accept  that  Irish  Pharmacy  Week 
has  come  to  stay;  that  the  experience 
gained  this  year  will  help  enormously 
in  planning  future  programmes,  and 
that  it  will  widen  its  scope  as  time  goes 
by." 

The  president  thanked  the  organis- 
ing committee  for  having  planned  the 
Week  so  successfully,  and  paid  particu- 
lar tribute  to  the  Irish  Medical  Exhi- 
bitors' Association  for  having  provided 
a  selection  of  literature  of  interest  to 
pharmacists  and  pharmaceutical  stu- 
dents, as  well  as  presenting  the  Com- 
mittee with  a  generous  cheque  to  help 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  Week.  The 
president  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  the 
work  of  the  Chairman  (Mr.  D.  W.  P. 
Boyd). 

Mr.  Boyd  in  reply  thanked  all  who 
had  helped  to  make  the  Week  a  suc- 
cess. He  said  the  presentation  [of 
Waterford  glass]  that  Mr.  Corrigan 
had  made  him  would  always  remind 
him  of  the  happy  week  he  had  spent. 

Other  Events 

One  of  the  features  of  the  week  was 
an  intensive  post-graduate  course  of 
lectures  and  practical  work  on  methods 
of  sterilisation  and  the  theories  of  dis- 
infection, by  Dr.  R.  F.  Timoney  (dean 
of  the  College  of  Pharmacy).  The  lec- 
tures on  sterilisation  dealt  with  the 
principal  thermal  methods  of  sterilis- 
ing injectable  fluids,  apparatus  and 
surgical  dressings,  and  the  sterilisation 
of  parenteral  solutions  by  bacterial  fil- 
tration and  by  means  of  the  principal 
radiation  methods.  The  practical  work 
embraced  exercises  in  the  more  impor- 
tant sterilisation  techniques  for  injec- 
table fluids.  The  course  on  disinfection 
included  the  mechanism  of  disinfectant 
action,  methods  of  testing  disinfectants, 
and  a  review  of  the  properties  of  the 
disinfectants  used  in  pharmaceutical 
practice. 

During  an  interval  in  the  dinner  the 
winners  of  a  golf  competition  held  the 
previous  day,  were  presented  with 
their  awards  by  Mrs.  Boyd,  wife  of 
Mr.  D.  W.  P.  Boyd  (chairman  of  the 
Irish  Pharmacy  Week  Committee).
